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PROBLEM FOR SPOILSMEN 


THEIR ATTAOKS UPON THE 
MERIT SYSTEM. 
SLIND IN THEIR DESIRE TO REPEAL THE 
CIVIL SERVICE LAW—THE DEFRAUD- 
ED CONGRES3MEN. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 8.—The Washington Post 
Sas become one of the most vehement opponents 
of the civil service law and the merit system, 
and is daily advocating the repeal of the law, 
as ap impertinence and an infringement upon 
the office-getting privilege of the members of 
Congress. With increasing enterprise and 
popularity it might expectto gain influence, but 
there are some signs that indicate deep con- 
cern among its readers who serve the Govern- 
ment, lest its attacks upon the merit system 
may prove successful in procuring the repeal it 
demands, or practically the same thing, through 
a refusal by this Congress to make the appro- 
priation for the support of the Civil Service 
Commission. 

Tf its purpose should be achieved and the 
®jvil servide law wiped off the books before the 
close 6f the present session of Congress, the op- 
Pportukity would be afforded to the men who 
are now in power to “cleanse” tie service of 
all persons who come.into it without partisan 
bonds, either under a Republican or a Demo- 
cratic President, and to replace all persons re- 
moved with others who would be willing to 


promise to uphold and continue in power the 
men who furnished them/with employment, 

If a change of administration should take 
place when the term of Mr. Harrison ended 
there would be nothing to prevent another com- 
plete renewal! of the clerical force, to say noth- 
ing about the assumable loss of efficienvy that 
would follow frequent changes of this kind. 

The business men of Washington would have 
to,fase another embarrassing state of things. 
The clerks who now hold office with a degree of 
security and who have, in the hope of remain- 
in@ so long as they are eflicient, been buying 
homes, furnishing them, arranging for the edu- 
cation of their children, and running in debt to 
do all these things, will be thrown iuto 
@ great dval of distress. The dealers 
in all sorts of wares, who are advertising in the 
Washington papers to attract the attention and 
patronage of the Government employes, will 
unquestionably find themselves with a great 
mauy worthiess due bills in their hands, with a 
new and untried lot of customers asking for 
credit, and with the chance of changes still to 
come, and more bad bills threatening in the 
future. 

It begins to look to some of these clerks as if 
the Post was determined to force « large part of 
the population uf this city into unwilling bank- 
ruptcy, simply to gratify an unreasonable oppo- 
sition to a system that contrives to keep dense 
ignoramuses out of office. It does not seem to 
wake much difference whether the turning out 
of. ten or twelve thousand cierks, many of whom 
are house owners, might depress the prices of 
Teal estate. That would beagood thing for the firat 
set of partisans broughtin with a resumption 
of the old spoils system, but it might be a very 
melancholy thing for the second set of * work- 
ers,” introduced after the reactionary course 
had been decided upvn. It would pot be possi- 
bie for the clerks now in office to give assur- 
ances satisfactory enough to secure theirjreten- 
tion 

ifall the friends of the civil service system 
who now read the papers that are advocating 
the abolition of the system were to withdraw 
their support, and the papers were compelled 
to rely upon the patronage of the men in Wash- 
ington who are openly favorable to repeal, 
those papers would not have readers or adver- 
tising patronage enouxh to warrant them in un- 
dertaking the issue beyond the end of one brief 
week. Washington is not favorable to a retura 
to the brutal spoils system, and it has in its 
power to make its disfavor relt.in a very forci- 
ble way.

The special committee which has been look- 
ing into the Silcott defalcation will not be ready 
to report to the House of Representatives be- 


fore the middle of the wesk. But it has already 
prepared a bill providing for a new systein of 
paying Congressional salaries, which Mr. Payne 
will introduces to-morrow. 

The ecommittes proposes to make the Sergeant 
at Arms of the House the direct disbursing 
otficerand to make him accountable to the 
Government, throwing all neceasary precau- 
tions around his acts. ‘The House will be left 
to decide whether to put the bill upon its pas- 
Sage at once or to refer it back to the commit- 
tee. Ifthe latter course is taken the measure 
will be returned to the House with the commit- 
teée’s report upon the defalcation. 

The committee’s investigation has revealed 
the fact that Silcott comunitted two offenses 
which render him liable to be extradited, if 
caught in Canada. These are the torging of 
notes, which he had discounted by one of the 
local banks, and the theft of a considerable 
sum of money from Sergeant at Arms Lee- 
dom. The latter offense comes under the head 
of grand larceny and it is expected that 
he will be indicted for both. Mr. Robert 
R.. Hitt appears to have lost more by Silcott’s 
defalcation than any of his colleagues. He had 
allowed bis account to accumulate until there 
was about $5,000, a year’s salary, due him. 
Mr. Roger Q. Mills was another heavy loser, 
there being $2,900 due him when Silcott carried 
off the funds. a

PITTSBURG, Dec. 8.—A Dumber of statements 
have been made concerning the reported sale 
ot the Globe Refining Company of this oity to 
the Standard Oi} Company, and they have been 
as constantly denied. 

It was learned to-day, however, on the au- 
thority of an attaché of the Globe Company 
that the plant in question was sold some time 
azo tothe Standard Company, the considera- 
tion being $4,000,000, 

The Globe Oi: Works was rebuilt about @ year 
aco, and hasa capacity of nearly 20,000 bar- 
rels per week, The tanks for storage of crude 
and refined oil will hola over 100,000 barrels, 
and in addition tothis there is a tirst-class 
cooper’s shop. The rolling stock consists of 370 

, cars, Mostly iron tanks, and valued at $250,000, 
It ie said that the Globe Company was just ne- 
gotiating to putdown asix-inch pipe line from 
the o!lterrlitory to the seaboard at acost of 
$3,000,000, the object being to supply inde- 
pendent refiners. it is probable that the re- 
finery will continue as usual, as the Standara 
Oil Company bas offered many of the 150 em- 
ployes positions.

Capt. John McNevip, a prowi- 
nent merchant of this city, was selected as Chief 
Marshal for the occasion. Invitations will be 
extended to all the Catholic societies in the dio- 
cese to participate in the exercises. The Catho- 
to business pevple will close their stores on the 
day of the funeral 4s a mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased prelate. One hundred 
priests are expected to take part in the cere- 
monies. The Altoona City Band has been se- 
cured to head the procession, and it will be the 
jargest funeral that bas ever taken place in this 


city.”

A BOLD ROBBERY. 


AT THE SCKNE OF JIMMY HOPR’s AT- 
TEMPTED BURGLARY. 


WILMINGTON, Del, Dec, 8,—The National 
Bank of Delaware, in this city, which has en- 
joyedimmunity from burglarious attempts since 
“Jimmy” Hope and his three companions nearly 
succeeded in walking off withits entire funds 
on the night of Nov. 7, 1873, was the scene 
yesterday morning of a most daring and suc- 
cessful robbery. 

About 10 o'clock ex-District Attorney John 
C. Patterson entered the bank and procured 
from the vaulta tin box he had on deposit 
there containing securities tu the value of be- 
tween $12,000 and $13,000. Opening the box, 
he took out two interest coupons of the Equi- 
table Mortgage Company of Kansas City, Mo., 
amounting to $21, and a mortgage for $800, 

lacing the latter in hia pocket. Locking the 

ox, he left it on a desk and stepped tu the 
cashier's window, a few feet distant, where he 
handea in the coupons to be deposited to his 
credit. As he did s0 he saw a man px up 
his box of securities and walk quickly out 
of the bank. So suddenly did this bold 
action occur that no one in the bank had any 
opportunity of observing the robber or taking 
anote of-his appearance. It is known, how- 
ever, that he was accompanied by two confed- 
erates, as three strangers were in the bank at 
the time, one of whom, at the instant Mr. Pat- 
terson presented his coupons to the cashier, 
stepped to the paying teller's window and 
nanded in four ftive-dollar bills, for which he 
asked and received a twenty-dollar note in ex- 
change. 

As far as Mr. Patterson could recall, the se- 
curities contained in the box at the time were 
as follows: Debentures of Equitable Mortgage 
Company of Kansas City, Mo., Nos, 100-101, 

500 each; do., Nos. 197-200, $200 each; doa., 

o. 143, $300; Jacksonville, Tampa and Key 
West Railroad mortgage bond, No. 682, $1,000; 
J. M. and Mary Cassett, private mortgage bond, 
No. 3,682, $700; mortgage and bond of V. H. 
Stone, No. 805, $750; mortgage and bond of J. 
EK. J. Richardson, No. 4,923, $1,200; mortgage 
and bond of Joseph Wandra, No. 774, $250; 
Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West Ratiroad 
ponds, Nos. 352-353, $1,000 each; two §Sanford 
and Lake Eustis Railroad bonds, Nos. 45 and 
55, $1,000 each; certificate of stock in the 
Equitable Insurance Company of Kansas City, 
Mo., $1,900, All except the last-mentioned are 
negotiable. 

A curious feature of the affair was the almost 
mysterious manner in which the robbers es- 
caped. The occupants of the bank obtained a 
fleeting glimpse of the man with the box as he 
leisurely walked out of the front door, but be- 
fore any of them could reach the street the 
three thieves had disappeared. The police went 
promptly to work, but were not able to obtain 
a@ single clue yesterday. 

The National Bank of Delaware is one of the 
oldest in the country, its existence dating back 
to the time when cropping of the ears was the 
penalty for a defaulting cashier. Though in the 
heart of the business centre of the city, it occu- 
pies a plain and eee building, ita ap- 
pointments being of the most severe and anti- 
quated character, with none of the provisions for 

ublic safety and the convenience of patrons 
hat mark modern banking institutions. It is 
not asafe deposit institution, but customers are 
Permitted to store boxes containing valuable 
securities in the bank vault. 





ACCEPTING THE INEVITABLE, 


IOWA REPUBLICANS EXPECTING THE 
REPEAL OF PROHIBITION. 


DrEs MOINES, Iowa, Deo, 8.—Nine Republican 
Senators held aconference here yesterday. They 
were Messrs. Barrett, McCoy, Woolson, Vail, 
Parrott, Funk, Smith, Lawrence, and Caldwell. 
While the meeting was private, it is known 
that the matters considered covered a wide 
range of subjects. Some of these Senators are 
hold-overs and some of them were re-elected, 
and they include the most conspicuous Repub- 
lican members of that body. 

One subject discussed was the selection of 
oflicers of the Senate. The attempt to agree 
upon a slate failed on account of the unusual 


number of anxious patriots who are candi- 
dates, these places being about all that. is leit 
in the way of patronage for the Republicaus. 
The prohibition question was also discussed, 
and senators Lawrence and Smith are reported 
to have declared emphatically for repeal, whilo 
several others admitted that that would be ths 
logical effect of the election of Gov. Boles, but 
would not dare to vote that way themselves, 
as the ministerial brethren were making it too 
interesting for them to do so. : 

Senator Allison’s chances were also discussed, 
and, while those present at the conference will 
no doubt support him, none of them could see 
more than a dim hope of bis re-election. With 
ust the sufficient number of votes necessary to 

is election, and with some of these ready to 
trade him off forsome minor consideration in 
the House, there is little in the situation to in- 
spire hope. The conference was a very melan- 
choly one. 

After the Senators had adjourned their own 
private couference they went to the Grant 
Club rooms, where they had a joint conference 
with eight members-elect of the House and a 
number of local Republican politicians of note, 
among whom were Judge Mitcheli and Dr 
Hutchins, Commissioner of Labor. The subject 
of this consultation wus the repeal of probibi- 
tion. There was a thorough interchange of views 
and the consensus of opinion was that it 16 the 
duty of the Republicans acknowledge the 
force of the election of Gov. Boies and so shape 
the inevitable legislation that it will be divest- 
ed ofall partisan character. ‘This proposition 
was put to a vote and carried by a large ma- 
jority, whereupon ** Doc” Hutchins and anoth- 
er Prohibitionist got up and bolted the action 
of the conference. The liberal Republicans 
had everything their own way.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 8.—There has been a breach 
in the ** Captain Swift” company, which closed 
its second engagement here last night. Miss 
Rosa Rand of Baltimore left yesterday for Chi- 
cago, where she will join the company and teke 
the place of Miss Rose Eytinge. The severance 
of Miss Eytinge’s connection with the “ Captain 
Swift” company israthera surprise. She was 
joint star with Mr, Forrest, and every one ex- 
pected that she would finish the season with 
him, but jast week Mr. Forrest notified her that 
her engagement would cease at the close of the 
week in Toronto. The company left for that 
city last night. Miss Eytinge was rather sur- 
prised and considered herself very badly treat- 
ed, as she wus under contract for the season, 
She lett for Toronto with the company last 
night, but will go to New-York at the close of 
this week, and a suit will probably be entered 
by her. 

Mr. Forrest declined to say anything about 
the matter, except that as it was rather a disa- 
greeable affair probably more would be heard 
ofit. Miss Eytinge also declined to say any- 
thing, except that she had been badly treated, 
and that she had the case under advisement 
and would consult her lawyer.

BERGEN Port, N. J., Dec. 8.—The corner- 
stone of St. Henry’s German Roman Catholic 
Church at Bayonne was laid at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. Father J. J. Shandel of St. Paul's 
Church, Greenville, conducted the ceremony. 
Seven local organizations attended. There was 


aheavy downpour of rain, which 500 people 
faced for over an hour. St. Henry’s Society has 
thirteen lots, on which a temporary building is 
being erected. Father Shandel will have charge 
for the present. The society was organized be- 
cause the large German population wanted to 
be addressed in their own language. 

Through a special dispensation from Bishop 
Wigger, St. Joseph’s Hungarian Roman Catho- 
lic Church at-Constavle Hook was dedicated 
this morning by Father Samuel Balla. ‘he old 
Lutheran church property had been purchased 
by the Society of Hungarians, who will now be 
addressed in that tongue. 





WELCOME RAIN IN CALIFORNIA. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 8.—One of the heaviest 
rainstorms for years has prevailed throughout 
California for the past two weeks. In afew 
portions of Northern California the rainfall has 
been the heaviest ever known, some damage 


having res‘ited therefrom, especially in the 
lowlands of the Sacramento Valley. In gen- 
eral the rain has nm most welcome and 
the grass and grain are spripging up from the 
ground as they have never done before at this 
season of the year. A largely increased area of 
fall-eown grain will result. 

Telegraphic advices indicate that thousands 
of acrsa of orange and fruit trees will be plant- 
ed in Nurthern and Southern California, and 
hundreds of‘new vineyards will be started in 
the Fresno district.

CROWDS VIEW THE BODY

PASSING BY ‘HK BIER 
JHFFERSON DAVIS. 
CLERGYMEN WHO WILL OFFICIATE AT 
THE FUNERAL ON WEDNESDAY— 
MEMORIAL SERVICES IN THE SOUTH. 


NEw-ORLEANS, Dec, 8.—To-day has been most 
Pleasant, The thermometer showed 80°, the 
sun shone cheerily, and the unusual throngs on 
the streets made the city bright and gladsome. 
Notwithstanding the fact that mourn- 
ing hung on every building, that the 
crowds were bound for a death oham- 
ber, and that in this city lay in state the body 
of the ex-President of the late Confederacy, 
from early morning the streams of people fil- 
ing into the Council Chamber at the City Hall 
were constant, and at times there were awful 
jams, but every one succeeded in getting a 
glimpse of the face of Jefferson Davis. 

A careful tally of the visitors shows that 
about 40,000 persons, mostly women and chil- 
dren, viewed the remains to-day. This crowd 
included, in solemn and respectful attendance, 
all conditions of whites, blacks, ex-Confeder- 
ates, ex-Federals, and even Indians and China-

men. 

At midnight last evening the chamber was 
closed, and Mra. Hays, the eldest daughter of 
Mr. Davis, visited the body of the father she 
had not seen for several years. When she had 
recovered from her grief, an Atlanta sculptor 
named Frazee excluded every one from the 
room and made a plaster cast of the face of the 
dead. This will be used in the construction of 
& monument to Jefferson Davis in Atlanta. 

The sword carried by Lieut. Davis in the 
Black Hawk war was received to-day from 
Beauvoir and placed beside the coffin prepara- 
tory to burial with it. To-day was also received 
and placed beside the casket a musket carried by 
Sergt. Holingsworth of Shreveport, La., in Col. 
Jeff Davis’s regiment in the Mexican war. The 
Rev. Father Darius Hubert, the venerable Jesuit 
priest who went through all the campaigns of 
the Louisiana troops in Virginia as Chaplain of 
Hays’s brigade, visited the remains. He came 
in quietly, but when he reached the catafalque 
gave way and fell on his knees in tearful prayer. 
When he arose he appeared refreshed, and, 
taking a last tender look at the features in the 
coffin, he lost bimself in the crowd. 

Mrs. Davis appears muoh betterto-day. She 
1s refreshed by the rest she has had, and is 
recovering her strength. She is receiving the 
very best of care and the, tenderest attentions 
from every one. 

Bishop Galleher has selected to assist him in 
the funeral services, Wednesday, Bishop 
Thompson of Mississippi, the Rev. E. Thomp- 
son, Mr. Davis’s rector; the Kev. Father Darius 
Hopert of the Jesuit Catholic Church, the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas R. Markhamof the Lafayette Pres- 
byterian Church, the Rev. J: E. Martin of 
Grace Episcopal Church, and the Rev. A. Gor- 
don BokeweH of Trinity Episcopal Chapel. 
The four last named were chaplains in the Con- 
federate armies. . 


OHARLESTON, 8. C., Dee. 8.—Alluston was 
made in several of the city churches to-day to 
the death of Mr. Davis. A meeting of the Citi- 


zens’ Committee was held to-night and arrange- 
meuts completed for holding a memorial meet- 
ing on Wednesday next at noon. The meetin 
wiil be held in the Opera House and from 12 M. 
to 5 P. M. business will be suspended. 


NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 8.—A large mass meot- 
ing of citizens of Norfolk, Portsmouth, and 
surrounding counties was held at the Academy 


of Music this afternoon to take suitable action 
for the observance of next Wednesday, the 
day selected for the tunera!l of Jeiterson 
Davia. Resolutions of sympathy and affec- 
tion to the memory of the dead were 
adopted, and committees were appointed 
to co-operate with various ex-Confederate 
camps of the community to arrange for 
Wednesday’s ceremonies. Resolutions were 
also adopted that it was the sense and desire of 
the meeting that the remains of Mr. Davis be 
buried in Richmond, Va., the formercapital of 
the Confederacy. 


RICHMOND, Va. Dec. 8.—An effort-is.to be 
made to raise funds to erect a monument here 


to the late Hon. Jofterson Davis. It is thought 
that if such recognition is to be accorded this 
distinguished statesman that no city in the 
South can lay greater claim toit than this the 
capital of the Oonfederacy. Gen. Thomas L, 
kosser of Alb6marie County has offered to start 
the subscription jist with $1,000. 

A monument to Gen. Robert E. Lee, who, 
next to Mr. Davis, was the most conspicuous 
figure connected with the Confederacy, 1s now 
nearing completion here. This is in the west- 
ern partof the city, and consists of w hand- 
some granite pedestal. This is to be surmount- 
ed with @ bronze equestrian statue of the 
Commander in Chief of the Southern 
armies. On, Libby Hill, in the eastern part 
of the city, a monument is to be raised 
to the private soldiers of thatarmy. Now it is 
suggested that the monument proposed to be 
erected to the late President of the Confederacy 
shall be piaced either in close proximity to 
Gen. Lee’s or in the central part of the city. 

Gov. Lee has issued a proclamation recom- 
mending that memorial services be held 
throughout the State on the day of the funeral. 


LIfTLE Rock, Ark., Des. 8.—Gov. Eagle told 
THE TIMES'S correspondent yesterijay that 


he would issue no proclamation in relation to 
Jefferson Davis’s death. He did not think such 
action necessary, although he had been urged 
to do so. Much sympathy was expressed 
throughout the State, and in it was to be found 
a@ better expression of sentiment than could 
come from any other source. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The following telegram 
was receive@to-day by Secretary Proctor: 


NEW-ORLRANS, La,, Dec. 7. 1889. 
To the Honorable secretary of War, Washington, 


I have officially to inform you that the Hon. Jef- 
ferson Davis, at one time Secretary of War of the 
United States, died in this city yesterday. His 
funeral will take place here on Dec. 11, at 14 o’clock 
noon. AMES A. SHAKESPEARH, 

Mayor of New-Orieans. 

In response thereto Secretary Proctor to-night 

sent the following message: 
WAR DEPARTMENT, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec, 8, 1889. } 
The Hon. James A. Shakesveare, Mayor of New- 
Orleans : 

Your telegram informing me of the death of Mr. 
Davis is received. In refraining from any official 
action thereon I would not, and hope I do not, adu 
to the great sorrow of his family and many friends. 
It seems to me the right course and the best one 
for all. You will, I am sure, understand that its 
adoption is prompted also by a sincere wish and pur- 
pose to act in the spirit of peace and good-will 
which shonid fill the hearts of all our people.

IN HONOR OF THE DEAD. 


SOUTHERNERS PAY TRIBUTES TO JEF- 
FERSON DAVIS’S MEMORY. 


Nearly a hundred Southerners, who had been 
personal friends of Jefferson Davis or had been 
his stanch supporters, met at the New-York 
Hotel yesterday afternoon to show their deep 
respect for the leader of the Southern cause 


and make arrangements for a public expression 
of their surruw in his death. Words of eulogy 
were listened to with cluse attention and reso- 
lutions of sympatby with Mrs Davis were 
adopted. 

F. G Moorhead called the meeting to order, 
and upon his suggestion John CO. Calhoun, the 
President of the Sottthern Society, was unani- 
mously chosen to preside. Burton N. Harrison, 
who was for several years Mr. Davis’s private 
secretary, was.made Secretary of the meeting. 
Among others Bie 4 were Col. Ray of Savan- 
nah, Dr. W. M. Polk, Juage John Bacon, Gen. 
John P, Abney, Gen. Roger A. Pryor, T. G. 
Stewart, Col. Francis of Alabama, William

TO SUCCEED SENATOR PAYNE. 


THE BRISK FIGHT IN PROGRESS AMONG 
OHIO DEMOCRATS, 


CoLumnats, Ohio, Dec. 8.—There were stirring 
times at the Buckeye capital six years ago. 
The Hon. George Hoadly had been elected Gov- 
ernor, and the Democratic managers were con- 
gratulating themrelves and rejoicing over the 
victory. It was firmly belioved at the time that 
the party workers would have a long term at 
the crib and the boys would enjoy the oppor- 
tunity to warm tbeir toes at the expense of the 
dear people for many years. George Hoadly 
won a great vistory; there was no doubt of it. 

The first black eye that the Democracy re- 
ceived, and from the effects of which they 
never fully recovered, wasin the election of 
Mr. Henry B. Payne as Senator. After the sale 
of the Senatorship had been clinched and the 
banquet had become a thing of the past, many 


members of the General Assembly secured 
cheaper quarters, but the demoralization of the 
Democracy was beyond precedent. 

Many changes have taken place since that 
very eventful Winter. Got. Hoadly was de- 
feated, with the rest of his party friends, 
two years later, and the Republicans have held 
undisputed control of affairs from that time. 
The Hon. George H. Pendleton, one of the 
central figures in the contest for Senator in 
1883.4, was wickedly betrayed and defeated. 
He was grievously disappointed, but during 
the remainder of his life referred with 
great reluctance to this, one of the 
greatest of outrages. The stern ld Democrat, 
Gen. Durbin Ward, died three years ago. 
He was alwaysin the harness, but never hon- 
ored a8 his merits deserved. He died of a 
proken heart. Joun G. Thompson, the firm and 
tried friend of Mr. Pendleton, was swept aside 
in the excitement of the hour—Mr. Payne’s 
supporters had been too well trained for even 
the great organizer to reason with. Mr. Thomp- 
son has also joined the great majority. 

After his defeat for re-election Judge Hoadly 
movea to New-York. He had had enough of 
Ohio politics,

or, a8 they are better known, the **Mossbacks.’’ 
He raised his voice against the corrupt meth- 
ods that were being brought to bear, but even 
it was drowned by the song of the boodle crowd. 
New men have come to the front with every 
turn of the wheel. Since the sale of the Senator- 
ship Gov. Foraker hes been elected twice, and 
one month ago was defeated for a third term 
by,James E, Campbell, who at the time referred 
to’was just beginning to attract public atten- 
tion, Mr. Calvin 8. Brice, now the leading 
candidate to succeed Mr. Payne, was a warm per- 
sonal and political friend of George H. Pendle- 
ton, and supported him to the best of his abil- 
ity. Itis quite probable that Mr. Brice never 
took a thought at that time that he would ever 
be a candidate for the Senatorship, but events 
have placed him in that position to-day, and he 
will probably succeed where his friend Mr. 
Pendleton failed. 

he Hon. John A. McMahon, now one of the 
field candidates, it is understood was a Payne 
man in disguise. 

The Hon. John H. Thomas, the millionaire 
manufacturer of Springfield, was then giving 
his buginess the closest attention, and it is 
yfotene never cuncelved the idea of succeeding 

r. Payne until a few months ago. Mr. Thomas 
has the ‘‘ bee” surely, and is a vigorous pusher 
but a deciaedly poor manager of his own cam- 
paign. He claims that he went invo twenty-one 
of the close Gounties and, by his own contribu- 
tions to legislative candidates, secured the 
election of that number of representatives, and 
he proposes to have those twenty-one votes or 
kpow tbe reason why. 

A member of the State Executive Committee, 
whose name is withheld, says that ‘*Thomas’s 
claims are a reflection upon every Democrat in 
the State that worked for the success of the 
ticket. If what he says is true, he should be 
defeated.

CHARGED WI11H FRAUD. 


A PITTSBURG MERCHANT ARRESTED BY 
HIS CREDITORS. 


PITTSBURG, Dec. 8.—A. W. Ware, proprietor 
of the Louvre Glove Emporium, this city, was 
arrested.on a bengh warrant yesterday and 
taken before Judge Ewing. The warrant was 
issued at the instance of New-York creditors ‘of 
Ware, who alleged that he had attempted to de- 
fraud them. The oreditors who brought the 
sult are: H. P. Plante & Brother and Hardt, 
Von Bemuth.& Co. They allege that Ware 
purchased $20,000 worth of goods from various 
firms on long terms of credit. He then gave 
judgment notes to various parties, who issued 
executions and had him sold out by the Sheriff. 
These notes, itis vlaimed, were given with the 
intent of defrauding his legitimate creditors. 

At the hearing before Judge Kwing the 
plaintiffs showed that the judgment notes given 
by Ware were to W. L. Konn, his father-in-law, 
for $6,951; Gustave Konn, his brother-in-law, 
for $1,500; E. David for $433 30, and Charles 
Kaufmann for $350. hen Ware's effects 
were sold at. Sheriff's sale they were 
buught in by WwW. Koun, who in 
turn sold them to Ware’s wife. Mr. Konn 
testified that he had loaned Ware $5,000 with- 
out a scrap of paper for security, and he could 
not produce a note or other evidence. Ware 
claimed that all the notes had been given for 
value received, and no fraud was intended. 
He states that he did a large business, spending 
at least $3,500 a year for advertising. 

Judge Ewing admitted Ware to bailin the sum 
of $5,000 until Monday, to give him time te 
make some arrangement with bis creditors. 
W. L. and G. Konn went on his bond. Ifa sat- 
ing! A arrangement is nob made by then, 
Ware will be sent to jail. 





RONDURAS JOINS THE UNION. 
TEGUCIGALPA, Noy. 15.—The Government 
of Honduras, by the unanimous vote of the 
Council of Ministers, has approved the terms of 
agreement for the establishment of the Central 
American Union.

DOM PEDRO’S LOST THRONE 


COUNT D’'EU’S STORY OF THE 
KEVOLUTION. 
LITTLE INTEREST SHOWN BY THE PEO- 
PLE OF BRAZIL—WHY THE ARMY 
Was ESTRANGED. 


LISBON, Dec. 8.—The steamer Atrato has ar- 
rived with advices from Rio Janeiro to Nov. 
22. The dispatches she brings confirm the 
statement that the revolution in Brazil was 
precipitated by the attempt of the Government 
to remove disaffected troops stationed at Rio 
Janeiro to the provinces. The revolt was con- 
fined to the military and students. The popu- 
lace were passive. The only act of bloodshed 
was tke attack upon Minister of Marine Luda- 
rio, who was shot in three places. He is recoy- 
ering from the effects of his wounds. 

In Bahia and Pernambuco business proceeds 
as if nothing had happened. The Bank of 
Brazil addressed a letter to the Chief of Police 
advising him that a guard forthe bank was no 
longer requisite. 


The Comtesse @’Eu issued the following dec- 
laration: 


_ “With a broken heart I part from my friends, 
from the whole people of Brazil, and from my coun- 
try, which [I have so loved and still do love, toward 
whose happiness I have done my best to contribute, 
and for which I shall ever entertain the most ardent 
good wishes.” - 

The passage in the Comte d’Eu’s letter to 
the provisional Government, in which he offered 
to serve no matter what form of government, 
produced @ painful impression among the mon- 
archists in Rio Janeiro, Others defend his 
course on the ground thata military man in 
active service could not do otherwise. 

The order of expulsion extends to Admiral 
Prince Augustus of Coburg, the commander of 
a Brazilian iron-clad which is expected to 
reach European waters soon via the Suez 
Canal. 

The action of Dom Pedro in sending a dis- 
patch to his major domo refusing the subven- 
tion offered him by the provisional Govern- 
ment and accepting only that which the laws 
allow has gratified the imperialists. 

On quitting the Alagoas Dom Pedro thanked 
the Captain for his unremitting attention and 
kindness throughout the voyage, and presented 
him with the portraits and autographs of him- 
self and family. The Alagoas hauled down the 
old Brazilian flag on the Emperor's departure. 
She flies no colors now. 

Comte @’Eu said to-day that the Republicans 
in Brazil were few in number, but that they 
profited by the immediate abolition of slavery, 
which measure estranged the land owners and 
merchants who had hitherto been Conserva- 
tives. The Republicans pretended that the 
abolition of slavery was entirely due to the 
throne. Meanwhile the army had become 
tyrannical and insolent, and the only means of 
checking it was to revive the Garde Nationale, 
which had always been a conservative body, 
tbe Crown ‘nominating its officers. The Govern- 
toent therefore resolved to create a regiment in 
Rio Janeiro, whereupon the Republicans spread 
a report that the authorities inteuded to reviys 
the Garde Nationale generally and to check ai d 
disarm the regular army. The military theic- 
upon decided to revolt, under tbe Jeadership of 
Gen. da Fonseca, who is a weak man and easly 
managed. At the beginning of the uprising the 
troops only cried: “Down with the Govern- 
went!” “ Viva la Liberdad!”’ In the evening 
the students cried: ‘“‘ Viva la Republica!” and 
the soldiers joined in the cry. 

Regarding the prospect of a restoration of 
the empire, Comte d’Eu said that Brazil was too 
far from Europe, and that a man was wanted 
who could bring the army around to the empire, 
If the Emperor had appeared on the streets 
when the rebellion broke out the crowd would 
have cheered him. Now it was too late. 

The King presided at a Cabinet Council Fri- 
day evening to decide upon tbe ceremony te be 
tollowed in receiving Dom Pedro, a delicate 
question having arisen as to how to support the 
monarchical principle while not offending the 
provisional Government of Brazil. It was de- 
‘vided to allow steamers hired by Brazilian res- 
idents and others:'to moor around the Alagoas; 
that: the Ministers and other oliiciale should 
wear state uniforms, and that royal salutes 
should be fired. 

The weather Saturday was glorious. From 
an early hour in the morning the Tagus was 
covered with vessels loaded with gaudy and 
pieturesque crowds, the whole presenting a 
scene of great animation. On the Alagoas Dorm 
Pedro was standing on the deck, pointing out 
the features of the scenery to Baron Loredo 
and chatting and laughing with his faithful 
attendant, Reboucas. The Comte d@’Eu’s firet 
question to Brazilian friends, as to whether 
they got his telegrams from Rio Janeiro, re- 
vealed the fact that the dispatches had been 
“burked.” , 

In an interview, Dom Pedro said he did not 
intend to go to Parie yet, as it was too cold 
there. He had not settled upon a permanent 
residence. He would probably stay three 
weeks in Lisbon, then visit the Duke of Mont- 
peusier, and then go to Cannes. 

-Dom Pedro said he was not asked to abdicate, 
and bad no intention of so doing. He was still 
@ sovereign, though under violence. He re- 
garded himself as a prisoner of war on board 
the Alagoas.. He had a pleasaut voyage, and 
found consolation in the presence of nis grand- 
children. He asked for literary and musical 
news, and said he would attend the sitting of 
the Portuguese Academy and hear Padre Can- 
dido deliver a eulogium on the late King. 

Two Lieutenants of the Brazilian Navy were, 
by order of the provisional Government, on 
board the Alagoas. The crowns on their caps 
had been replaced by stars. A_ republican on 
board the vessel said that if Dom Pedro, in- 
stead of going to the palace. had shown him- 
self on the streets, all would certainly have 
been saved. The Ewpress, after vainly pro- 
tesung against putting to seain a storm on ac- 
count of the terror of the children, was seasick 
for three days. Prince Augusto was unsuitably 
vlad owing to the hurry, and gave the greatest 
anxiety. He nearly perished with chills, which 
were followed at intervals by fever. Otnerwise 
no complaints concerning experiences aboard 
the vessel were made. 

The Empress appeared worn, but was cheer- 
fu), especially at seeing her nusband bear his 
trouble so nobly, with such admirable forti- 
tude. She said: “Dom Pedro has been a 
saint on the voyage, attending our suffering 
xrandchila, and showing us an example of 
moral courage and patience; cheering us and 
teaching us wherein true greatness liea.”” She 
said her favorite reading during the voyage haa 
been *‘ The Life of St. Vincent de Paul and his 
Maxims.” 

At breakfast this morning all partook of the 
meal with gooa appetites. Dom Pedro con- 
versed gravely, sometimes with members of his 
family and sometimes with visitors. 

The Emperor, talking with Count Neri, said 
that he would return if recalled by Brazil, to 
which he had striven since babyhood to do his 
duty. He had put caste prejudice aside, and 
bad chiefly aimed at knowing and loving the 
truth, and taking it for the law of his life. Of 
course he was not always successful. His wife 
had aided him with her whole heart. 

The Emperor’s entourage do not express any 
hope of the restoration of the Brazilian Empire. 
They declare that Dom Pedro was too poor and 
that he was always paying out of hisown 
pocket for things which the State ought to have 
paid. The revulution was brought to a head by 
Benjamin Constant, in whom, though a repub- 
lican, the Emperor had always taken a deep 
interest and whom he had mude Director ot the 
Biind Asylum. 

The meeting between Dom Pedro and the 
Dowager Queen of Portugal was deeply affect- 
ing. The Dowager Queen broke down while 
talking of her late husband, and the ex-Empress 
wept. 

On arriving at the hotel Dom Pedro was al- 
Most ina fainting condition, owing to emotion 
and the day’s fatigues. He had to be assisted 
up stairs. There he received only intimate 
friends, desiring to rest as much as possible. 

An Englishman, the agent of an important 
English bank at Rio Janeiro, who was aboard 
the Atrato, sald: “The Ministers were made 
prisoners. Before the arrival of the Emperor 
the Premier handed in nis resignation, but 
raid nothing to the Emperor aboutit. We knew 
nothing of the provisional Government. Busi- 
Dess was suspended, The greatest fours were 
entertained, not of the soldiers, but of the 
blacks. On Sunday the telegraph was seized. 
No messages were delivered, not even those ad- 
dressed to the British Consul. 

“T went to the Consulate at 10 o’clockin 
the morning and was stopped by soldiers. 
Mr. Nicolini, the acting British Consul, was 
stopped also. We feared that exchange 
would fall to nothing, but the provisional 
Government potitied the English bank manage;s 
that if they ullowed exchange to fall, their e¢s- 
tablishment would be suppressed. Tne provis- 
ional Government also offered to guard the 
bank, but this offer was declined. The next 
day exchange only fell trom 274d. to 27d.” 


ARRIVAL OF THE CAPUA. 


WHAT PROVINCIAL PAPERS HAVE TO 
SAY OF THE REPUBLIC. 


The steamship Capua arrived yesterday from 
Brazil, but as she had touched at only one port 
of that country since the declaration of the 
republic, her officers possessed little informa- 
tion in regard to the revolution. Capt. Kuck- 
enthal says that he left Santos Noy. 5 and Rio 
Janeiro Nov. 9. There were then no rumors

current of impending trouble in the Brazilian 
metropolis. The Capua had then a small cargo 
of coffee, and she stopped at Maceio in order to 


take on board a large quantity of sugar. She 
arrived there Nov. 13, and anchored well out 
in the harbor. The sugar was brought out to 
her in lighters. 

The news of the revolution reached Maceio 
about Noy. 16. It seemed to cause little ex- 
citement, the yrees rene accepting the re- 

ublic without question. The town is the capi- 

al of the province of Alagoas and has a 
population of about 10,000. Alagoas is one of 
the smallest of the provinces of Brazil. Afterthe 
announcement of the revolution the leading 
republicans named for the Chief Magistrate of 
the province one of their number, the former 
incumbent of the office having quietly made 
room for his successor. None of the other 
officials at Macein were replaced by new men. 
Business went on aa usual and no disturbances 
occurred. When the Capua sailed on Nov. 20 
everything was as quiet at Maceio as if there 
had been no change of Government. The 
Capua brought mail from Rio Janeiro which 
was put on board before the revolution broke 
out, At Maceio a few letters of a business nat- 
ure for New-York merchants were placed in the 
care of the Captain. The steamer brought no 
passengers. 


It is evident from the utterances of the Para 
Liberal, one of the newspapers received by Mr. 
Charles R. Flint of the Commercial Company 
by the steamer Finance on Saturday, that there 
is no inconsiderable amount of dissatisfaction 
among the people of the Brazilian provinces at 


the high-handed way in which the promoters of 
the new republic have conducted things from 
the seat of the Government. The appointment 
of the Governors of the provinces by the pro- 
visional Government at Rio Janeiro is one of 
the grievances, and in discussing it the paper 
even goes so far as to threaten indirectly seces- 
— Lhe Liberal, in an editorial on Nov. 20, 
said: 


“A disagreeable impression has been created 
among sincere republicans by the action of the 
central provisional Goverument in appointing the 
Governors of the provinces. It is repugnant to 
good sense that the provisional Government, abua- 
ing the authority invested in it by the people, 
the army, and the navy, pretends to impose on the 
statesmen who arenot popular. We have no donbt 
as to their eminent qualities, as to their patriotism 
and civic virtues, as the official telegram naming 
them states, and we do not discuss them personally. 
Our object 18 loftier. 

“Under the monarchical régime Liberals and 
Conservatives understood the necessity of giving 
greater power to the provinces and of freeing them 
trom centralization, in order to allow them to de- 
velop themselves with the impulse of their own 
autonomy. Fora long time the most advanced 

oliticilans have admitted the mistake of the Pres- 
denta of the provinces being mere delegates of the 
Imperial Government. It is our belief, therefore, 
thal to continue with the Governors nominated by 
the executive power would be the centralization of 
a dangerons force and would compel the provinces 
to satisfy their most legitimate aspirations. 

“If we turn our eyes to the United States of 
America, which we take as the most perfect model 
of a federal Government, we: see that in that coun- 
try for about a century the system is the independ. 
ence of the governors of the States trom the Presi- 
dent of the Republic. Lahey gorge being proclaimed 
in the States, the people, and the people only, are the 
ones to appoint the provincial Governors.”’ 


The Diario, the Conservative paper of the 
province, replied to this somewhat combative 
utterance on Nov. 21 as follows: 


“*To form a republic it is necessary to have re- 
publicans,’ saidjthe Liberal of yesterday, and we 
say that the republic only will succeed if it is con- 
#ervative and nage f constituted, as are all repub- 
lics that we know of. The republic will make the 
happivess of Brazil and will promote the enlarge- 
ment of the nation if it is supported by patriotism. 
We must not forget the Homeric figure of the great 
founder of the Kepublic of the United States of 
America. Besides the course he followed, Wash- 
ington took the advice of prudence and sacrificed 
his popularity in laying the foundation of the great 
structure which to-day is the wonder of the civil- 
ized world. If the authority of Thiers and Gam- 
betta can beinyoked now, we call the attention to 
those two brave men of all lovers of Brazil. 

“Only a conservative republic can be estab- 
lished with any degree of success. The men having 
the organization of thenew republic have a great 
responsibility. Wetrastthem. We are the organ 
of the party which has accomplished the greatest 
progress under the empire. It is a purty which 
cares not for difficulties, and we have the right to 
be trusted when we Call the attention of the people 
to the dangers which threaten.” 


The Diario of Nov. 22 contains the corre- 
spondence which pussed_bet ween the provisional 
“Government and the Emperor just after tte 
republic had been proclaimed, The letter to 
Dom Pedro begins simply ‘‘Sir,” and says: 


The democratic feelings of the nation, fora long 
time approaching a climax, are now entirely awak- 
ened by the most noble protest against the system 
ot violence, of corruption, of subversion of all the 
laws exercised in a most incomparable degree by 
the Cabinet of June 7. The systematic policy of 
aggression of the Imperial Government in recent 
times against the army and navy isa policy odious 
to the uation, and is profuundly repelled by it. The 
suppression of the rights of those two classes which 
have always defended the order, Constitution, 
liberty, and honor of the country, the manifest 
intention of your Ministers. as coufessed in their 
organs to always use elements of official oppression 
which were always objects of horror tu the liberal 
democracy, resulted in yesterday’s events, the par- 
ticulars of which you aré aware, and the decisive 
character of which you cannot fail to understand. 


We regret greatly to say, and we only do it to 
fulfill the most solemn duties, that the presence of 
the imperial famlly 1n the country, in the face of the 
new situation created by the irrevocabie revolution 
of the 15th inat.. would be absurd and impossible. 
The public salvation forces upon us the necessity 
of avoiding it. Obveying, then, the urgent demand of 
the national will, with all the respect due to the 
dignities of the public functions you have exer- 
cised, we are forced to tell you that the provisional 
Government aero of your patriotism the sacrifice 
of leaving Brazilian territory with your family in 
the shortest time possible. We give you a maxi- 
mnum time of twenty-four hours, and we expect you 
will not attempt to exceed it, The transportation 
of your family to any portin Europe will be at the 
State’s expense, and for this the provisional Gov- 
ernment will furnish you a ship, with the necessary 
military force. Your departure will be attended 
with absolute security to your person, whose com- 
fort and health will be looked after with the great- 
est care. The Government will continue to give you 
the attention that the law gives to you until the 
new provision of the next Chamber is made. Oriers 
have already been given to enforce these instruc- 
tions. The country expects that you will emulate 
in this submission the example of the first Emperor 
on April 7, 1831.

The question of emission of cireulating 
notes to replace the Treasury notes which are to ve 
withdrawn is the absorbing one. The national 
bank has the contract to retire the Treasury notes, 
and it wants the sole right to replace them with its 
own notes. Its capital is 90,000,000 milreis, which 
is to be paid in gold, thus giving it three times that 
amount of oirculation—Rs. 270,000,000,000. The 
Bank of Brazil has increased its capital and the 
new —— is all taken, and it wants ita share of the 
circulating medium which is toreplace the Treasury 
notes. 

* Figueirado is backed by French capital, while 
the Kank of Brazil represents the solid Braziliaus. 
It will, of course, have the support of all the 
other banks here and in the provinces, and it seems 
to me that the chances are largely in ite favor if 
the fightcan be prolonged. As I said before, all 
depeniis on Ouro Preto’s ability to put through his 
measures quickly and adjourn Parliament.”

PURSUED BY AN ANGRY MOB 


ALMOSTA RIOTIN THE STREETS 
OF DES MOINES. 
UNPOPULAR CONSTABLES OF THE PRO* 
HIBITORY LAW NARROWLY ESCAPE 

THE VENGEANCE OF THE PUBLIC. 


Drs MOINES, Iowa, Dec, 8.—Des Moines had & 
mob last night, and for the space of about half 
an hour the mob was supreme. The occasion of 
the uprising of the crowd was an arrest made 
by an acting Constable named Hamilton, who 
has been engaged in enforcing the prohibitory 
law here for the last three.or four years. A 
little before 8 o’clock in the evening 
Hamilton McGrew, assisted by G. W. Potts, 
made an arrest of gamblers found in tie York- 
Block, below the Aborn House. A little later 


. Hamilton went back to the gambling room te 


get the tables to have in evidence at the trial. 
John Ring, who keeps acigar store across the 
street, had gone across to the block for 
bucket of water, and was there when Hamiltou 
returned. The latter began to kick in the doors 
of the adjoining rooms, and Ring criticised his 
methods of conducting the search and seizure, 
whereupon Hamilton turned upon him and 
placed him under arrest. 

Ring protested against his arrest, but finally 
went with Hamilton toward the Justice’s office. 
On the way words occurred again, and Hamil- 
ton began to pound his prisoner, striking him 
with his club several times, mainly on the 
hands and arms. When they reuchea Walnut 
street Hamilton, it seems, struck Ring on the 
head, cutting a gash from which ths blood com: 
menced to flow. At this point the arrested man 
crie@ out “ Murder!” and appealed for help from 
the followers. The crowd took up the cry of 
murder, and such criesas “Kill him!” “Slug 
him!” ‘‘Hang him!” ali referring to Hamilton, 
were heard. : 

Hamilton, fearing the crowd and their gather- 
ing fury, blew his whistle, and Constables Mc- 
Grew and Potts cathe to his rescue. The three 
Men succeeded in making way through the 
howling mob to the Justice's office, where, after 
inaking arrangements for the trial, Ring was 
Gismissed and taken in charge by a phy- 
siclan, who had been sent for to ares 
the man’s wounds. After remaining with 
the Justice for a few minutes, the 
constables started to go home, supposing 
that the crowd had pe a but in this they 
were deceived. A paft o the crowd was in 
waiting, and as soon as they caught a glimpse 
of Hamilton several fellows cried out: “ There 
heis!" Hang him!” The cry became popular 
and was joined by scores of lusty-voiced fel- 
lows, who recognized an Opportunity to vent 
long-accumulated spite against the notorious 
searchers. 

The street soon became blocked up and the 
noise made was deafening. There was no order 
about the mob, Dut the pursued men recognized 
the imminent danger in which they were placed, 
and which increased peg J minute, They 
dodged slong the side of the buildings and up 
Wailnut-street, the crowd in mad pursuit. The 
open doors of a clothing store offered a refuge, 
and the three men took advantage ofit. ‘They 
closed the doors behind them, and once inside, 
with hundreds of men on the outside crying for 
blood, discovering that the crowd had besieged 
the rear as well as the front end of the store 
they fled into thej vault for safety. A squad 
of police soon arrived, but their eftorts to clear 
the street proving ineffectual, they took the be- 
leagured constables under their protection and 
marched toward the city jatl. 

By this time fully three thousand people had 
gathered. The air was filled with brickbats 
and the shouts of the infuriated crowd, which 
still kept up the cry of “hunghim!” When the 
City Hall was reached the mob rushed to the 
east entrance, supposing that the constable 
would be taken to the jail in that way, but the 
officers deluded the crowd and _ rushed 
their man up the front steps and by that way 
into the jail, where he was safe from the venge- 
ance of the populace. 

Hoemilton was completely exhausted with 
fright. On his way he begged the ctticers to let 
him use his revolver, and in pifeous tones 
pleaded for protection. When finally behind 
the bars, great beads of perspiration stood out 
upon his countenance, and he sank down upou 
his bunk with the exclamation **Thank God, 
ym savea!l” 

For three years Hamilton and his confed- 
erates have carried things with a high hand. 
Under the pretext of searching for liquors they 
nave outraged every sense of decency and good 
order. Private homes have been entered; tie 
sick have not been spared from their visitations, 
the dead have been jostied in their coffins, and 
women have been insulted in their own homes 
by these notorious ruffians. The public has 
been aroused several times to the pitch reached 
last night, and the searchers have had to run 
for their lives. After the indictments their 
ardor cools fur a while until public indignation 
disappears, when they take up their old prac- 
tices again. Unless the prohibitory law 1s so 
amended this Winter that the people will be 
protected from the brutal visitations of these 
fellows, the public is liable to yet rise up and 
take their lives. 





A TERRIBLE ACCUSATION. 


SUSPECTED OF CAUSING THE FATAL FIRE 
IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 8.—Until Friday night 
Charles Ostrom was casndier and bookkeeper of 
the Minneapolis department of the Pioneer 
Press. To-day he is in jail charged with having 
embezzled $2,200 Of the funds intrusted to his 
charge and suspected, furthermore, of baving 
tired the Tribune building, in which seven per- 
sons lost their lives, on the night of Nov. 30. 

When confronted with the charge of stealing 
he confessed a shortage and offered to assist in 
hunting the matter up. He was forced to admit 
that $2,200 was the correct amount. At once 
the rumor spread abroad that he had deliber. 
ately fired the 7ribune Building to deatroy the 
evidence of his peculations, and the Grand Jury 
will make a searching investigation. 

He said to-day: ‘**I expected this charge 
would be made before. I certainly had every 
incentive to destroy those books. If they hat 
been burned up there would have been no proof 
against me. lt 1s natural that I sould be sus 
pected. Asadditional proof against me, I left 
the books out of the safe Saturday night. 
I had often done this before and nothing 
was thought of it. I think I can prove, 
however, that I wagnot at the building Satur- 
day night. I left at 5 o’clook, intending tu 
leave the country. I went to the Summit 
House for my wife and visited several otber 
places, going home about 9 o’clock.’’ 

A detective had been shadowing Ostrom fora 
week before the fire and will be asked as to his 
whereabouts. Ostrom stated that the money 
had been lost gambling,

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POLITICS IN NEW-JERSEY 


MEASURES 10 COME BEFORE 
THE LEGISLATORE. 
BALLOT REFORM, EQUAL TAXATION, 
AND A “SPECIAL LEGISLATION” 
AMENDMENT THE MOST IMPORTANT. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 8.—Col. William C. Hep- 
penhsimer, who will be Spenker of the next 
Assombly; Assemblyman Frederick C, Marsh of 
Elizabtetb, who will be the Democratic leader 
on the floor, aud Assomblyman Voorhees of Eliza- 
beth, who will be the Republican leader, agree on 
three points as to the coming legislative session. 
The session will be a short one, they think, and 
ballot reform and equal tuxation will be the 
chief topics under discussion. A measure of 
equal importance, Which does not seem to be | 
attracting its proper share ef attention, is the 
constitutional amendment permitting special 
legislation for citics and counties. A gonstilu- 
tional amendment in New-Jerscy requires the 
sanction of two succeeding Legislatures and 
then ratification by the people before it can be- 
come a part of the State’s organic Jaw. This 
particular amendment has already been ap- 
proved by one Legislature. If again approved 
this Winter it will be submitted to the people 
next Fall, and by proclamation go into opera- 
tion before the Legislature of 1891 mepts. 

The amendment in the present Constitution 
providing special legisiation is bread in ita ap- 
plication andstringentin-operation. It reaches 
pretty nearly all classes of possible legislation. 
It has borne with special vigor against move- 
ments fer changes in the forms of municipal or 
county governments, or eyen modifications in 
them. The Supreme Court has construed it in 
every possible way and dodged bohind all kinds 
of subteringes in order to sustain special lesis- 
lation for cities and counties that would not 
work advantagcously everywhere, but which 
seemed, nevertheless, to be demanded by the 
losality for which it was enacted. It came 
within an ace of defeating the overthrow 
of the o!d commission charter that was 
universaliy conseded to | @ curse to 
Jersey City and .has stood in the way of 
municipal reforms that could not be escaped. 
Finally the court agreed upon a classification 
of cities and counties according to popniation, 
and then further released legislation from the 
restraints of the inhibition by deciaring looa: 
ception constitutional—that is, a new charter, 
tor instance, that might be wpplieable to all 
cities should be operated only in the city or 
cities that sheuld accept it by popular vote. 
Thus 1 is that Jersey City was ablo to secure 
her new charter at the hands ®f the last Legis- 
lature. 

If, however, the constitutional vote on apecial 
legisiation has been found to make things 
awkward at times for the municipalities, it has 
been extremely beneficial in choking off unneces- 
Bary and iniquitous personal schemes that ine 
politicians have presented to almost every Levis- 
lature during the laai fifteen years. Underine oll 
system of spevial jegislation local governments 
were overturned in a nizht, and men in oftice 
who were distasteful to the powers that con- 
trolied localities were unceremoniousiy thrown 
out by a lawleveled only atthem. The Aecist ms 
of the courts on pending municipal.litigation 
were forestalied by a decree of the twa 
horses, and it was the constant abuse of 
the political rights of the people that 
induecd the Constitutional Convention to 
insert the stringent clause jit is now 
sought te repeal. Tae wisdom of arecturn to 
the pernicious oll aystem is very seriously de- 
bated in many quarters. The fact that tho Su- 
Ppreme Court has relaxed its rigors. by sustain- 
ing the classification and focal option schemes 
of dodging it but serve to make its repeal all 
the more unwiss and unnecessary. Both sides, 
however, favor the passage of the new amend- 
ment, and, if it iato be defeated at all, if can 
only be at the polis, when the peaple are called, 
upon to vote upon if, 

On the question of ballot reform a wide di- 
vergence of opinion is manifested, thongh all 
agree that thera ig a strong popular demend for 
the passuge of suine kind cf an act having such 
areform in view. The Repntlicaas generally 
favor tho advepuon ef the Australian system, 
anditis probable that the Senats, which is ip 
the control of that party, will support that 
sepeme. The Democrats are nou-committal. 
If they have any particular project in view, 
they are uot making it public just yet. They 
are probably waiting upon Gov. abbett, who, 
in his inaugural address, is expected to startle 
the Nation with @ new plan for correcting the 
abuses of the popular franchise. it is 
aqoubtful if the Governor has him- 
seli yet formulated his plan in all 
of its details, and he is generally  ro- 
garded as being iu a reptive mood upon the 
subject. His suggestion in his letter of accept- 
ance of the nomination wouid probably reack 
the rich corporations and individuals who cor- 
rupt voters; but the Republicans will ingist 
upon more radical reforms that will make im- 
possible what is now known all over the State 
us the Hudsen County method of ballot-box 
stuffing. The chief interest cf the coming ses- 
sion of the Legistature will, in all probability. 
grow out of the differences between the two 
houses en this subject. 

The question of railroad taxation did not as- 
sume any very largo proportions in the public 
mind in spite of all tie attempts to force it to 
the front during the recent cainpaign, but the 
Gisougsions of the coming sessiou may bring it 
conspicuously to the frontagain, The State is 
short of funds and the threat of a direct State 
tax appeals te the pocketbooks of the people. 
The only apparent remcay is to squeeze more

money out of the corporations on the plea that 
they should pay an equal tax on their 
holiings with the individual There had 
piways been a State tax until Gov, 
Abbett assumed the Executivo chair 
six years axo. The railroad taxation 
laws which he forced the Legislature to 
pass provided ample funds to meet all legiti- 
mate State expenses, and 60 the imposition of 
a Statetax became unnecessary. The extrava- 
gances of the last three Legislatures have not 
ouly drained the State’s purse dry, but drivea 
her to the necessity of borrowing. At the close 
of the session last year the deficiency wag so 
large thatit became a question of how it waa 
to Demet. The Republicans brought in a bill 
imposing a Staic tax. Ap election wa6é at hand, 
and the Democrats, who controlled all the 
branches of the 8tate Goyernment, sat down on 
it with an cwphasis that attracted the atten- 
tion vf all the peuple—as it was designed to, of 
course. Thedeficiency has been growing larger 
and larger, and one of the most importart com- 
mittees in this Legislature will be the Ways and 
Means Committee. , 

Some hopa of making up the deficiency is 
based on the suit against the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western Railread, which is now 
being heara by arbitrators. The State claims 
over @ million of dollars out of which, it 
alleges, the railroad company cheated it by 
false returns extending over years, but it 
searcely expects to realize that much. But in 
spite of ox-Goy. Bedle’s declaration that the 
State will not get enough out of the suitto pay 
expenses, the indications are that the award 
will be fora subdetantial sum. Tf this hope is 
not reaiized the Legislature will be calied upon 
to take decisive action toward more stringent 
railroad tax laws, itis assumed that if Gov. 
Abbett can help it theré will be no State tax 
levied during the term he is about to enter 
upon. 

Th e preparations for the inauguration of this 
new term are in progress in all parts of the 
State on a scale of unusnal marnitude. The 
second inaugural of Gov. Abbett will probably 
be oue of the most imposing demoustrations the 
Brate has ever seen. A thousand Demoerats 
from Hudson have already subscribed to the 
list ef those whe are to go on special trains to 
the State capital. Essex and Union are recruit- 
ing 2u_ army of enthusiastic Democrats to 
marshel at the ceremony, and the day will prob- 
ably bo kept ali over the State as a sort of 
holiday. The night betore the inauguration 
the Associated Democratic Club will give 
the Goverpor a banquet in DMasonic Tall, 
at which Col Edwin A. Stevens, the President 
of the State Association, will preside. On the 
evening of inauguration day a grand Vall ‘is to 
he given inthe same hall.

The Helyetia of the National Line, trom Liy- 
erpool, had a stormy passage of fourteen Gays. 
Head gales and high seas preyailed throughout 
the voyage, and the vessel was delayed in con-

Capt. Peterson of the steamship Burgermeis- 
ter from Hamburg reports that on Nov. 28 in 
latitude 39° and lengitude 49° he encountered a 
hurricane from southeast to northwest, causiiz 
a terrific cross sea, which frequently broke over 
the aecks and cansed some slight damage to the 
upper works.

ALL THE WAY FROM OHINA. 


WHY THE EMINENT SCHOLAR, WONG FOO 
CHING, 18 GALLEQ THE “DOG BOY.” 


The following story has just reached Wong Ah 
Hi of 5 Mott-street from a cousin of his at Can- 
ton, China. The letter was from Wong Ah 
Dick of Canton, and the hero of this story is 
Wong Foo Ching of the village of Ha Ning, who 
has just been decorated with the degree of 
Hian Lin Yuen, althongh only twenty 
years old. gThe degree of Han Lin Yuen 
can only be obtained by years of studious lavor 
at colleges. With the exception of the degree 
of Chun Yuen itis the highest literary honor 
that the people and the Emperor of China can 
couter one scholar. There goes with it alse a 
high politica! oftice. 

It was through the extraordinary literary at- 
tainments of 80 young a man that his early ro- 
nantic Career came to be publicly noticed. 

Wong Ah Kim, the father of Wong Foo Ching, 
died at the early age of eighteen. On his death- 


bed his devoted wife, then only seventeen, 
made a yow in the presence of the other mem- 
vers of the family that if the child soon to be 
born to her should be a male she would never 
again marry, but would devote her life to the 
care audedneation of the son, Should ip be a 
girl she would drown it immediately, to end its 
possible misery, as she would then be com- 
Pelled to romarry, as xirls ave not required to 
support their own parents when the latier pe- 
come old, 

Seven days after the death of her young hus- 
band Mrs. Wong Ah Kim gave Wirth to a son, 
With her Was Mrs. Wong Au Dee, a aister-in- 
law, Who was a widow with four sons and a 
daughter. Sne had heara ee ers wolman’s 
vow to her dying husband, ang did not like the 
idea of her remaining a burden upon the family’s 
reduced estate. The family was at one ume a 
titled one, but that was several generations ayo, 
and the once immense estate was ther but a 
were trifle, of which, by reason of her husband 
being the tiretborn, she had control. 

The moment Mrs. Wong Ah Dee saw that it 
was a male child she became frightened. But 
soon @ happy thought struck her fertile brain. 
soe young mother faintly whispered, “* Isit a 
boy?” 

“No, it is @ girl,” hastily replied the cruel 
relative. The disappointed mother fell back 
upon ber pillow, and tor a moment great tears 
began to roll dewn her cheeks. 

“It's too bad,” she again whispered. “It’s 
no use for me. Iean neyer depend upon it in 
my old age. My poor fateis sealed, and [ will 
have to find another hausvand. Vhrow the poor 
thing into the river, sister,” 

The cruel sistei-iu-law Was so happy that her 
strategy was successful that she made haste to 
obey the wishes of the equally cruel mother, 
und carrjed the jittle wall in the darkness of 
the nignt toward the banks of the nearest river. 
‘he baby was wrapped up in a bundle of bine 
rags. In her hasié she had not noticed the fam- 
ily dog, Ah Dow, 2 pet of the younger woman, 
followin her. 

Ah Dow had quite a family of young puppies. 
Still ahe loved ler mistress g0 weil that she did 
uot think it was any burden to her to have one 
single addition more to her already large fam- 
ily. So the moment she saw tbe infant was 
thrown into the rushes Ah Dow pulled tbe little 
bundle out with ker teeth and landed it safely 
upon the river bank. She found a little cave near 
by and carried it there. She kept running for 
three or four days and nights between the out- 
cast infant and her own femily: 

Upon the tourta day the child’s mother was 
ahle to be up. Ah Dow was 80 delixhted that 
she whined and howled and scratched her nus- 
tress until her actions grousea the widow’s 
curiosity. Finally the widow followed the dog, 
and the animal led her straight to the cave 
where the child wae nidden. 

Without letting her relative know anything 
avout her wonderful tind Mrs. Ah Kim asked 
her where she had thrown the infant, and was 
told at such and such a point of the river. For 
fear of further treacheries on the part 
of her relatives Mrs. Ah Kim hid the 
child at a friendiy neighbor’s and then 
demanded her share of her husband’s prop- 
erty, saying thut she had resolved not 
to marry again any way for the sakeof her 
dead husband. Before she could obtain any- 
thing of ber share, she had to make a solemn 
public vew before all elders of her husband’s 
family. Then she only got about half of the 
property. With this ghe started a little home 
of her own in another town, where she secretly 
brought up ber own lost ehild, 

When Wong Foo Ching was twelve years old 
he game home one day crying. ‘*Mother, why 
do the other children continue tocall me a ‘Dog 
Boy?” he asked, “I will not go to school an- 
other day unti) you tell me why [am called a 
‘Dog woy.’ I hate that name, and it hurts ne.” 

In despair the poor mother told him how his 
own aunt tried to murder him, and even now 
their lives were in danger. It was notin Wong 
‘Foo Ching’s power to obtain redress until he 
had obtained at leastone literary degree. From 
that moment Wong Foo Ching put ranewed en- 
ergy into his lessons, with very successful re- 
sults—thy attainment of the august degree of 
Han Lin, to whom even the great Governors or 
Viceroys of Proyinces would have to bend their 
knees and bow their official heads. If not actu- 
ally kneeling down, they would at least have to 
stand while the twenty-year-old literary mon- 
ster sat upon bis chair of state. 

In the meantime the aunt and all her family 
died im poverty, except the eldest son, who 
suddenly loarned of his young cousin's ascension 
to power, and digappeared to avoid the respon- 
sibilities of his mother’s crimes, for which, ac- 
cording to Chinese laws, he is held responsible. 

In grateful remembrance of Ab Dow, Wong 
Foo Ching bas already ordered a great monu- 
mant to be erected upon the spot where lie the 
bones of the dog. 

The newly-made Han Lin Yuen ig atill popu- 
larly known as the ‘“t Dog Boy,” and his intimute 
friends call him by that name to this day. 
Poems and histories have recently been pub- 
lished about him, prophesying of his future 
greatness as a reformer aud ruler.

ARVS FUNOLION IN WORSHIP. 


THE REV. R. HEBER NEWTON'S SER- 
MON IN ALL SOULS’ CHURCH. 


lAgain yesterday morning was All Souls’ 
Church unable to seat the great congregation 
that gathered to hear the Rev, R. Heber New- 
ton. The subject of his sermon was “Tho 
Altar,” which the preacher referred to as 
“signing in stone or in wood the function of 
the church itself, its raison d’étre.” Continu- 
ing, he said: 

‘It is the abiding testimony against mate- 
Tialigm, which has been the great danger of the 
world in ailages. Never has a civilization be- 
come materialistic intellectually but that it bas 
become materialistic -morally, and with its loss 
of taith in the reality of the unseen has aban- 
doned itself to the good things which the senses 
could recognize. 

“All words in worship are words thrown out 
ata mystery transcending all human thinking, 
but not transcending our human feeling. Wor- 
ship thug passes out of the sphere in whicn 
reason can tind voice for it—inte the sphere in 
which the imagination alone can interpret and 
express it. In all times, and in ail lands, imas- 
ination bas been the priest, lifting the veil of 
the most holy place, leading man within, and 
disclosing that mystery before which he bows 
in awe, 

“Thus the architest has reared the massive 
temple and the beautifnl minster, the sculptor 
has adorned them with tne noblest figures of the 
saints and heroes, with dim visions of angels 
stooping from the shadowed niches in the walls; 
the painter has lifted above the altar the se- 
Traphic form of thea, Mether and the Child; 
through the rich ros@ window the golden light 
streaming in upon the fretted vault and long- 
drawn nave and shadowy aisle, on the choicest 
symbols which man has fashioned through the 
ages wherewith to express his awe and rever- 
ence, his thought and feeling, before the Infinite 
Mystery, while the music of the masters has 
tilled the vast building with tumultuous wares 
of sound, thrilling the soul with joy unspeak- 
able and full gf glory, whispering secrets of 
peace to hearts bowed down with woe, bearing 
echoes of that voice neard of old: ‘Come unto 
Me, all ye that lgber and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest.’ 

“The moment that the symbol obscures the 
reality; the moment that the music tickles 
the fancy instead of rousing the aspiration and 
breathing peace; the moment that the picture 
above the altar arrests the soul as well as the 
eye, andone stops with thinking about it in- 
stead or through it feeling the way into that 
which it signs in form and color; the moment 
that the things round about the altar absorb 
the attention of the worshippers, and in their 
due arrangements the sense of worship is dis- 
chargei—that moment the presence of art is an 
impertinence, and being an impertinence, he- 
comes a blasphemy. Then the stern, grim 
Puritan needs to enter our temple, hew 
down our statues, tear our pictures from the 
walls, whitewash the frescoes stained in the 

laster, strip the altar, rear the table again, 

anish the choir and the organ, and bring us 
back to the stern simplicity of mind and cons 
actonce in which we worship that God who ig 
spirit, in spirit, and in truth.”

THE LETTER CARRIERS PROTEST AGAINST 
SUNDAY WORK. 


Cooper Union hall was well filled yesterday 
by those letter carriers who could find time 
to attend a meeting to protest against work- 
ing on Sunday. It was for the purpose of em- 
phasizing the work which has already been 
done in preparing a {petition which is now 
before the United States Senate praying for 
a discontinuance of all labor on Sunday, save 
that of real mecessity and mercy. They were- 


addressed by the Rev. Wilbur F, Crafts concern 
ing the progress which the cause is making. 

He spoke at great length, and said, among 
other things: ‘‘A Sunday law is a six days law. 
All of the States except California has sueh a 
statute upon their books. Such a law protects 
the employer as wellas the employe, and the 
just employer from the unjust employer Peo- 
ple say in mintoke that we want this law he- 
cause Wwe wan all ersons to go to 
church. The ctyil Sunday and the relig- 
ious Sunday are two very different things. 
It is both we desire. Some persons have de- 
clared that our proposed law is unconstitu- 
tional. Itisnot. [tis authorized by the Con- 
stitution of the United States, tor in its seventh 
section it says: ‘The President shall have ten 
days, Sundays excepted, in which he shall 
consider any bill which shall be submitted, to 
him for his signature.’ Shall the 150,000 men 
in the Postal Service be deprived of the privi-* 
lege which is thus given to the President? At 
preven’ he has the monopoly of Sunday rest. 

t is especial legislation and the President 
should broaden it to general legislation. . . 

“There are 5,000,000 out of the 19,000,000 
wage earners who are compelled to labor on 
Sunday. Two millions of these are engaged in 
works of necessity and charity. The other 
3,000,000 are compelied to work strenuously 
and unavoidably. Of the 1,000,000 men in the 
railway service, 850,000 are making money for 
the 25 millionaires who control this branch of 
industry.” 

Resolutions were peassed calling the attention 
of the Postmaster General and Congress to the 
need of the reform, and Mr. Crafts added an 
amendment thata strike be begun May 1 for 
Sunday rest.

“We are satisfied that a great deal more oan 
be done to develop trade between the United 
States and Mexico. The demands of the latter 
country for those things of which the United 
States produces an excess are constantly 
growing, and, in spite of the fact that British 
commercigl and financial connections are very 
strong in Mexico, the easier communication 
with this country as well as the excellent 
teputation of goods produced here can hardly 
fail to eventually give the United States a 
practical monopoly of that trade. Of caurse, 
reciprocal trade will be necessary, and thig 
exhibition, which will hardly be under headway 
before next July, is intended to aid in the 
development of such trade.

SHIBLDS FOR FIELD GUNS 


A QUESTION WHICH I8 GREATLY IN- 
TERESTING THE ARTILLERISTS. 


There seems to be decided opposition among 
military men in this country, as well as in 
England, to the adoption of the shiela for fleld 
artillery purposes, During the Fall mancuyres 
of the German troops foreign military and 
paval attachés had their attention attracted ta 
the appearance on the field of machine guns, 
and again single-rifled pieces, protected by 
motal shields. In the case of the machine gun 
the pieces were operated by gunners who sat 
astride a saddle lashed to a rider behind the 
shield, The ammunition passers were the only 
members of the crew not protected by the shield. 

Both the machine guus and the single-rified 
pleces were worked by gun details of three mon. 
The shields were of sufficient strength to resist 
the impact of rifle bails, but were not strong 
enough to withstand the blow of projectiles 
from battery pieces. The foreign critics almost 
universally believe that the arrangement wae 
too sumbersome. The Germans, however, put 
great faith in these shielded gung. They point 
out the possibility of a battery of such guus ox- 
isting in the very midst of an infantry attack, 
and in the face of a concentrated line-of-battie 

The principle employed by the Germans is 
that now used aboard nearly all ships of war— 
the grotession of the gun’s crews by steel 
shields against the smali-arm fire of the enemy. 
Among the American Navy officers the shield 
idea is favorably received. The fact that they 
are accustomed to shields for the main battery 
guns aboard ship may account for this. 

Some officers high in the British service 
severely criticise the shields. Major Gen. Wiil- 
lams, Commanding the artillery, believes their 
introduction would be Gemoralizing to an ex- 
tent he cannot calculate. He said, in a recent 
discussion before the Aldershot Military So- 
ciety: “ Men drilled te fight behind the shield 
could neyer be the same soldiers as the 
men drilled to fight without it. Then the 
shield would be, of course, liable to dam- 
age in action, and the damage to the 
shieid would make protection inetlective. Uf 
men knew they had to fight a gun with a shield 
they would not fight when the shield was 
smashed. Tho great thing is the general 
demoralization that would ensue. It is contrary 
to the whole apieik of field artillery. The same 
argument applies against gun pits. It is better 
for us and the nen that weshould not have any 
imaginary fear of the enemy.” 

On this question Maler Gen. ©. B. Bracken- 
bury, Director of Artillery Studies at Wool- 
wich, says: ‘I find artillery officers tell us we 
cannot exist in the fleld under the present fire, 
but if we have shields we can exist. Artillery 
is theone atm which has the opportunity of 
carrying its own defense, and we artillerists 
should take advantage of that special 
power which it possesses. I really say 
eo, being an artillery - officer. It would 
enable us to got into most pesitious at present 
unatiainable, and where we should never ba 
driven back, and so far as having a bad moral 
eitect upon ua, it wouid leave us firm as rocks 
when everybody else had run away. The 
shield, of course, would not be on the gun, and 
would, therefore, be no extra weight to the 
gunner; it would be carried separately.” 

Col. Walford, R. A., gays: ‘I don’t think at 
the present that shields are possible. I don’t 
like the notion of shieldg unattached to guns, 
and if attached to guns when in use the recoil 
would be bad for the gunners; anil if the latter 
are to remain outside while the gun is fired the 
shield would be practically of no use—certainl 
not of suificient use to compensate for the ad- 
ditional weight. The whole thing is a techinal 
question. There is @ great deal to consider, 
also, in the matter of the shield pointing out the 
position of the guns, and there js also a great deal 
in the effeot of a siiell striking it. I am inclined, 
on moral grounds, to train men without a 
shield, and to take advantage only of natural 
cover.’ 

So far no attempt has been made to introduce 
shields into this country for protection of tield 
batteries. Americans are ao far behind in mat- 
tere of guns and other maiériel of far greater 
importance that no time is left to inquire inte 
such details.

It might seem an easy task to those who 
have never tried it to write the simple rev- 
ord of an Indian’s story just as the average 
man tells it, and to translate into simple 
English the words which fall from his 
lips. European, Amorican, or civilized 
thought will tend to elaborate, and. inad- 
vertently we write what we think the man 
wight want to say, and not what he exact- 
ly does say. ‘To scrupulously avoid,” as 
Mr. Grinnell puts it, putting into the nar- 
rative anything ‘‘ of my own,” is what the 
author has tried todo. What Mr. Grinnell 
is striving after is ‘‘ to show how Indians 
think and spéak, rather than to make their 
stories more entertaining by dressing them 
up to suit civilized taste.” 

Habits of thought acquired in scientific 
research, which give accuracy of judgment, 
an excellent acquaintance with American 
arohawology, a practiced literary style, and, 
above all, love of the subject, have all tend- 
ed to give Mr. Grinnell the best preparation 
for the study of a subject such as is 
found in this volume, the ethnological 
value of which cannot be questioned. The 
toader must first settle in his mind this, 
that the stofies of Indians in the volume 
are told by Indians. 

There are good and bad Indians. In fic- 
tion we find typical Indians sometimes, 
but mostly those of romance. Blessed 


ood people believe that the Indians, simple 
children of nature, have been contami- 
nated by contact with vicious whites. 
This is incorrect in a measure. “Tne In- 
dian is neither a fiend nora saint. There 
are good ones and bad ones.” Nothing is 
reer nonsense than not to ackuowledge 
that the standard of what is right or what 
is Wrong comes to humanity oniy through 
&® long process of time. Civilization is 
growth, the product of the experiences 
ef thousands of years, but controlled 
by accidents. The Indian has _ not 
? rt mode of thought. It has only 

een by bitter experience that wo know 
the necessity of self-control. Theindividual 
civilized man may have the thews of Her- 
cules, but he controls his anger and does 
hot slay him who differs with him. The In- 
dian knew no law but his own strength, 
and had been taught that war was the 
noblest of pursuits, ‘‘the only one worthy 
ofiman. To steal his enemies horses ‘ was 
an achievement creditable and also profit- 
able.” We laud on the modern battietield 
the capture of cannon, and so do the In- 
dians the taking of horses. Where is the 
difference? The horse was above ail prop- 
erty. Germany made France pay an indem- 
nity of many millions, and so when the 
Skidi broke treaties and were conquered 
the Pawnees;made the vanquished com- 
pound with horses. 

In these Indian stories the subject has 
often for its theme the prowess of the 1n- 
dividual in war, but this is not invariably 
the case. The poetic element is rarely 
wanting, and the heroic in the war story is 
never absent. An excellent type of the In- 
dia story is the first one, “The Peace- 
maker.” Kut-a’wi-Kutz, the Hawk, was 
but sixteen, and went for the first time on 
the war trail to strike the Comanche camp. 
There was @ chance to capture or steal 
horses, and 80, selecting a fighting friend, 
the Hawk at nightfall stole into the 
Comanche camp. Tied near a lodge stood 
two spotted horses and a gray. The 
Hawk cut the lariats of the spotted 
horses, when looking inside the lodge he 
made out, by the light of the ae fire, 
a& young girl combing her hair. 6 had not 
time to get the gray horse, and so carried 
off the spotted ones. Then he returned for 
the gray horse, It was gone, but there was 
the Indian girl. Reaching the Pawnee 
camp the Hawk was extolled for his success, 
but he was not happy. The Hawk then 
commenced making a collection of ali ‘the 
hice and prety things” he could buy. He 
bartered his horses for ‘“‘ medals, finger rings, 
beadwork leggins, bracelets, necklaces, 
wampum, beads—things thé Comanches 
did not have.” “For one year he 
went on like this, gathering  to- 
oe er these pretty things.” When he 

ad no horses left he packed all the things 
in a bundle and said to his friend: ‘“{ in- 
tend to go off on the warpath again, and I 
would like to have you gowithme We 
two will go alone.” For a long time 
the Hawk sought for the girl at whose 
lodge had been tethered the gray horse and 
could not find her. At last he discovered 
@4he Comanche camp in which she dwelt. 
‘Then he told his friend: 

“My brother, when we were on thé warpath 
& year ago, and I took those two spotted horses, 
1 heard a little noise in the ledge by which they 
were tiea. Llooked in, and I saw there a girl 
sitting by the fire combing her hair. Sh6 was 
very pretty. Then I took the spotted horses 
away. I could not put that girl out of my mind. 
I remombered her. Brother, when we went 
back home that girl was vonstantiy in my mind. 
Icouid not forget her. I came this time on 

urpess to gos bor, even if it shall cost me my 
ife. She is in this camp, and [ have founa the 
iodge where she lives.” 

The friend agreed to wait outside tne 
camp for the Hawk, and would watch com- 
ing events, but he said, “ If I hear shooting 
and see lots of people running to the lodge 
I will know that you are killed, and 1 wiil 
kill myself. I will not go home pre. Ifl 
do not see youat noon! will kill myself.” 
The Hawk stole within the lodge where 
the girl was sleeping. He was painted and 
finely dressed, and he hung over the girl’s 
bed ** strings of beads, then five or six med- 
als, bracelets, ear-bobs, beaded leggius 
everything he had.” The girl woke up an 
saw that he was “a Pi-ta’-da—a Pawnee and 
evuemy—and she called to her father and 
said, ** Father, there isa man here!” The 
father woke, saw the Hawk, and called tho 
chiefs to the lodge. The Hawk knew that 
death was near, but he spoke up boldly. 
He told them that he had stolen their 
horses ; that he had seen the girl, had loved 
per, and that for her sake he was poor, 

aving sold all he had forthe ornaments 
he now had brought her. “I made up my 
imind te do this thing. If her relations do 
not like it they can do as they please, I 
should be happy to die on her accoant.” 
There was hesitation, pnd. the council 
pendered long. The whole camp came to 

ear of it. ‘here were Cheyennes in the 
camp, allies of the Comanche, and they 
were thirsty to drink the Pawnee’s blood. 
The Cheyennes rode around, fired guns, and 
the friend of the Hawk, believing that his 
brother had been done for, drew out his 
knife, tied it to a tree, bared his breast, and 
taking the trunk of the tree in his arms, 
embraced it, and so found death. But the 
Hawk found a wife in the Comanche girl, 
for Kut-a-wi-Kute was so brave that he 
won the respect of even bis enemies, and so 
there was an alliance and peace afterward 
between the two tribes. Can there be any 
truth in this story, which has no element of 
romance wanting? ‘The old Indian chief 
who told it added that the Hawk became 

rogressive in time, as leader of the Skidi 

and, that the Hawk sent his children 
East to Carlisle, Penn., and that he died 
last year. 

“The Dun Horse’ 1s a legend of great 
force. The Indian steed has a heroic and 
magical contour which even Bucephalus 
does not possess. His owner is a poor boy, 
the drudge of the tribe, who lives with his 
old mother. The horse is found blind, with 
a sore back, and ane of his fore legs badly 
swollen. The old horse, who has been left 
to die on the prairie, tells the lad how to 
care for him, and requests that he be 
washed in a certain creek, and be plastered 
with mud. ‘‘Cover my head and neck and 
body and legs with mud.” Then at once a 
noble anima] cemes forth after the treat- 
ment, and on his back the lad accom- 

lishes wonders. He isthe.{ndian Centaur. 

nee the lad does not obey the 
erse’s instruction, and the animal is 
bo by enemies, hacked into small 
pieces, but that occult power Ti-ra-wa 
os os together the dispersed bits, and the 
horse comes back more superb than ever. 
“The Ghost Wife” has its weird, yot_ ten- 
side, and so has ‘“ The Suake Brother.”

Afte® they 
ceased to be used for general purposes. they 
took on a sacréd character, and were em- 
ployed to slay the sacrifices; among the 
Skidis to kill the captive, and in the Lower 
Village the butfalo and deer for sactitice. 
One yory curious idea, still entertained, 
was that injuries from a stotie arrow hea 
were likely to be more fatal than from an 
other. There is reason for this. Regarde 
as a cutting implement, a wound inflicted 
by the ragged edge of a flint arrow would 
be more difficult to cure than one given by 
&@ sharp tiétal arrow head. 

The Pawnes must have come ftom the 
south, for there are ways and habits, not as 
manifest to-day as in the past, which recall 
theold Mexican. Many other pointe of tnter-

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THE WOOLEN MAN UFACTURES. 

R The statistics of the exports of worsted 
from Bradford, England, (the chief seat of 
‘that industry in that country,) to which 
-we called attention a few days ago, tolda 
different story from that of the statistics of 
the Custom House at Philadelphia, which 
were cited in our columns yesterday morn- 
ing. These covered the three months of 
July, August, and September,1888 and 1889. 
‘They show that imports of worsteds costing 
less than 60 cents a yard have fallen off 
from 137,000 yards to 18,000‘yards, and 
those costing from 60 cents to 80 cents a yard 
. from 146,000 yards to 42,000 yards, while 
those costing over 80 cents have increased 
from 20,000 yards to 70,000 yards. The 
manufacturers are of the opinion that this 
very nearly corresponds to the course of 
things at other ports, though there has not 
been so marked a decline in low-priced 
.goods in the importations at New-York. 
In a general way, however, they believe 
that the increase of duty brought about by 
the decision of the Treasury Department 
has decidedly checked the importation of 
cheaper goods, and on the other hand has 
somewhat stimulated that of the higher- 
priced goods. 

If this be the correct view—and itis quite 
likely to be so—there is one very obvious 
conclusion to be drawn from it, and that is 
that the people who are obliged to wear 
cheap worsted goods will have te pay 
the advance in theduty. These people are 
very largely the class of American work- 
men who are supposed to be especially bene- 
fited by the tariff. They also include a 
very large number of the agricultural class, 
for whose special benefit it is claimed that 
the whole system of wool and woolen duties 
is maintained. It would be extremely in- 
teresting to know, if it were possible, in de- 
tail, the exact amount paid by the farmers 
of New-York in the increased cost of cloth- 
ing for themselves and their families in 
consegvence of the higher duty on 
worsteds and the amount received, if 
any, in the higher price of the wool 
raised in New-York. We imagine that 
if any such comparison could be made, 
it would give some of our farmers .a@ 
new light on the advantages of a high 
tariff to their own pockets. Nor can we 

persuade ourselves that they would be com- 
| pensated for the loss to them by. the fact 








that richer men. continue to wear, or to buy 
for their families, foreign worsteds and 
have a fair relative return for their outlay 
in the fact that they get better goods. 

On the other hand, any fairly-intelligent 
farmer who raises wool or operative who 
works in a woolen mill can see the force of 
what was said by the agent of the Woolen 
Goods Association to the reporter of THz 
TIMES, and printed in our columns yes- 
terday morning. Speaking of the large im- 
portations of fine goods, he said: 


“‘ The manufacturers are prevented from mak: 
ing the finer grades because of the high tarift on 
Australian and other fine wools. They have, 
therefore, had to surrender the market for fine 
goods to the European manufacturer. The im- 
portations of this class of goods this year 
amounted, duty paid, to about $100,000,000, 
and the indications are that they will equal or 
exceed these figures next year. Now, there is 
no reason why the great bulk of these goods 
should not be made in this country. They 
would not be made entirely of foreign wool, for 
better results could be -obtained by mixing. 
For every four pounds of Australian wool, the 
American manufacturer would use six pounds 
at least of American wool, and would produce 
a stronger and better fabric than the imported 
article, while the finish and appearance would 
be fully equal to that of the latter. Thus 
American manufactures would take the place 
of importations, and the market now occupied 
exclusively by the foreigner would be supplied 
by the American wool grower and manu- 
facturer.” 


This is plain enough. Here are $100,- 
000,000 worth of woolen goods brought 
from abroad, and every dollar’s worth of 
wool or labor that goes into them is for- 
eign. According to this expert opinion, 
were wool free of duty, these goods could 
be made here and three-fifths of the wool 
and all the labor. used in them would be 
American. All question of the cost to the 
consumer put aside, here is the distinct 
vantage in free wool to the farmer and the 
workmen who were to get advantage from 
the tax on wool and woolens; not a penny 
is lost and allis pure gain. Yet it isin the 
face of such facts as these that farmers 
and workmen are asked to vote for putting 
a still higher duty on woolen goods, still 
more increasing the cost to the consumer, 
and still further interfering with the 
natural course of trade which would be so 
decidedly advantageous for them. 








THE WAR AND POLITICS. 


The remarks of the press upon the death 
of JEFFERSON Davis, so far as they have 
been received, are of an unusual and hope- 
fulinterest. In a survey of them it is not 
necessary to take account of the “ organs,” 
which are written according to their re- 
tainers, and in which the President of the 
Confederate States accordingly appears as 
a monster, either of unmitigated depravity 
or of unmitigated virtue. But in all the 
newspapers that have opinions of their 
own and express the same, there.is an evi- 
dent effort to estimate the career of Davis 
with entire fairness and without reference 
to any bearing it may have upon our pres- 
ent politics. The articles of intelligent 
and honest American papers are conceived 
and written in a:spirit as purely 
critical and historical as the articles of 
European newspapers that have been trans- 
mitted tous by the cable. The opinion of 
foreigners was long ago said to foreshadow 
the opinion of posterity. In each case the 
lack of the knowledge of events that is had 
by the actors in them is more than compen- 
sated by disinterestedness. In this country 
at this time we have the advantage of both 
these helps to right conclusions. ‘The facts 
themselves of the war are very much better 
known now than they were while the war 
was in progress or immediately after its 
close. All the conspicuous survivors of the 
actors in the events of the years between 
Sumter and Appomattox have put their 
countrymen in possession of all that they 
knew, and their countrymen have dispas- 
sionately drawn their own opinions from the 
facts thus furnished. Though a man need 
not yet be advanced in years to remember 
the war, or even to have taken part in it, 
we are, in fact,. posterity to the generation 
of men by whom the war was carried on in 
council or in the field. As the death of 
Davis bas shown, ina more striking and 
conspicuous way than any event that 
preceded it, we are prepared to exhibit 
toward these men the dispassionate temper 
of posterity, and to judge them as fairly as 
if the war were five generations away from 
us instead of only one. 
of the North are now much better prepared 
to do justice to the Southerners of a genera- 
tion ago than Americans of any section are 
to do justice to the loyalists of a century 
ago. ag {te 

This showing ought to have important 
practical consequences. It means very em- 
vhatically that the. civil war has at 
last been “taken out of _ politics.” 
It is really, in the view of the 
great majority of voters, as _ idle 
to talk about the ‘‘Southern policy” of an 
Administration as to talk about its Western 
policy. Doubtless the war has left results 
that now constitute political problems, or 
rather it would be more accurate to say 
that the institution of slavery has left such 
results. It is difficult to see, however, 
what the General Government either can 
do or should do toward the solution of 
these problems, which must be solved, at 
their own peril, by the communities in 
which the blacks are numerous enough to 
raise a “negro question.” It is certain 
that when the General Government under- 
took to promote the solution of this ques- 
tion, in the lawlessness of the period of re- 
construction, it did nothing but mischief 


‘and reduced several Southern States to a 


condition nearer anarchy and barbarism 
than had ever prevailed on American soil 
before. 

Nevertheless, neither the blunders of the 
period of reconstruction nor the much less 
excusable blunders of the period that fol- 
lowed it availed to shake the popular confi- 
dence in the Republican Party or the popu- 


lar distrust.of the Democratic Party. The - 


Republican Party, to use the expression of 
its own platforms, was the party that had 
saved the Union, and the Democratic Party 
was the party that had tried to destroy it. 
As an excuse for Republican blunders and 
a cover for Republican scandals this claim 
recalled the funeral oration upon Col. 
Yell of Yellville, who had not accounted

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that his heart still beat warmly for his na- 
tiveland.” Inspite ofits absurdity theclaim 
was admitted by the voters of the country, 
who virtually licensed the Republican 
Party to misgovern it. Noset of men that 
ever lived could be trusted with such a 
license, and it was quite natural that after 
the successful inauguration of Havers and 
the election of GARFIELD the holders of the 

license should proceed to such an extreme 
affront to the public conscience as the nom - 
ination of Mr. BLAINE. His defeat broke 
the spell, but it did not prevent the Repub- 
lican leaders from trusting to the “‘ war 
record” of their party to save it from the 
consequences of any crimes or blunders 
they might commit. Now they anderstand 
that the party must stand or fall by its 
present merits, and not by its historical 
merits. We have been along time reach- 
ing this desirable point, but we have 
now arrived there. With the press of 
the country discussing JEFFERSON Davis 
as calmly as if he had been dead a hundred 
years, and with Iowa ‘gone Democratic,” 
the most fervid Republican must own that 
it is necessary to the party to think a little 
about its present and its future instead of 
losing itself in arapt contemplation of its 
past. 








‘THE MEN WHO GUARD THE LANDS. 


The chief purpose of Acting Commissioner 
STONE of the General Land Office in making 
his annual report, recently published, was 
to abuse his two predecessors who held 
office under President CLEVELAND, Mr. 
SPaRKs and Mr. STOCKSLAGER, because of 
their attempts to keep the public lands out 
of the hands of speculators and thieves. The 
Acting Commissioner has been assisted in 
this by Secretary NOBLE, whose righteous 
hatred of those who steal public land has 
been shown by his dismissal of CONRAD, 
the faithful special agent who had pre- 
pared the case against the Benson ring, at 
the request of counse) for the defendants 
and just at the time when the Government 
could not afford to be deprived of his serv- 
ices and testimony. But while the Acting 
Commissioner had his purpose clearly in 
mind, it appears that his report would have 
been weighted with inconsistency if some 
censor had not cut out certain passages at 
the last moment. 

The Acting Commissioner desired thatthe 
country should understand that there had 
been scarcely any foundation for all the 
talk about fraudulent entries, and that 
Commissioner SPARKS had maliciously 
slandered the people of the far west by 
taking the action suggested by the revorts 
of his special agents, his Republican prede- 
cessor, and the Republican special agents 
employed by that predecessor during Presi- 
dent ARTHUR’S term. It appears that the 
press associations and correspondents in 
Washington were permitted to take ex- 
tracts from his report while it was in manu- 
script, and the Washington National Demo- 
crat points out that it contained then some 
statements that cannot be found now in the 
report as published by the department. 
For example, after the Acting Commis- 
sioner, who had spoken of Mr. SPaRKS’s 
“useless guards against improbable. or im- 
possible irregularities,” had said that. few 
new cases of fraudulent entries had been 
reported during the year, he thoughtlessly 
wrote the following paragraph, which, the 
National Democrat says, has been oniitted in 
the printed report: 

“This is due partly to the fact that the time of 
the special agents has been taken up wrincipally 
in investigating and developing facis in cases 
already reported, and in representing the Gov- 
ernment at the hearings before the registers 
and receivers. The fact that fewer cases of 
fraud have been reported is not indicative that 
the practice of making frauduleat entries has 
altogether ceased. On the contrary, this office 
has information showing that the practice is 
still continued in a somewhat different form, 
and undoubtedly will be conlinued so long as the 
land laws remain as they now are. But it is 
now practiced in a more secret and adroit man- 
ner, and it is consequently more difficult to 
unearth the facts than formerly, when oper- 
ators were less skillful and more open in their 
transactions.” 

This would not have been in harmony 
with the attacks on Commissioner SPARKS. 
It would have shown that the agents’ time 
had ‘“‘been taken up principally” in work 
upon cases of fraud unearthed during Com- 
missioner SPARKS’S term, and that his 
sharp pursuit of the thieves had caused 
them to proceed in a ‘“‘more secret and 
adroit manner.” It wouid scarcely have 
been in accord with the report’s assertion 
that Commissioner SPARKS in his attempts 
to preserve the lands for honest settlers 
hail heen moved by: ‘‘an unwarranted and 
unfortunate suspicion.” The National Dem- 
ocrat also says that the following passages 
were inthe manuscript report, but do not 
appear in the printed report: 

“One of the special agents in New-Mexico 
writes: ‘ The difficulty of procuring the attend- 
ance of witnesses for the Government at hear- 
ings ordered to determine the validity of all 
fraudulent entries isa matter well understood 
and often referred to by your [this] office. 
Every expedient from bribery to intimidation 
is practiced in order to prevent the attendance 
of such witnesses, and here in New-Mexico 
exists more defiantly than anywhere that I have 
seen. It seems to me that in most instances 
here the principal line of defense to defeat the 
cancellation of fraudulent entries is to prevent 
witnesses for the Government from testifying 
at the hearings.’ 

“another special agent in New-Maxico 
writes: ‘I found in these cases that the alleged 
entrymen, with hardly a single exception, lived 
in Santa Fé, and I saw some of them and they 
told me that they were in the employ of the 
said transferree at the time these entries were 
made, and that they signed the papers at the 
Land Office at his request; that they never lived 
upon the claims in question, nor did they ever 
claim the ownership thereof. But when the 
hearings were held I could not get any of these 
parties to testify before the Land Office, showing 
clearly that they had been tampered with.’” 


It is not likely that the cutting out of 
these passages was done by the Acting Com- 
missioner, for he had already shown them, 
and he seems to be intellectually a slow 
person. Probably.the work was done by 
Secretary NoBLE, who saw that the report 
as it stood was not a modél campaign docu- 
ment. 

The Secretary should now induce Senator 
Dorn of Oregon to withdraw the bill in- 
troduced by him last week providing for 
the repeal of the pre-emption and timber- 
culturelaws. This bill is one reported by a

That committee’s reports are in- 
teresting papers. We advise Secretary 
NOBLE and his subordinates in the Land 
Office to read them. 


NICARAGUA AND THE UNION. 

Honduras, San Salvador, and Guatemala 
have already signed the treaty under which 
the United States of Central America is to 
be formed. Under the treaty the union 
for the first ten years is to be simply a con- 
federation, an offensive and defensive alli- 
ance, and the President of the confedera- 
tion is to have no power except in the 
diplomatic and foreign relations of the 
allied States. At the close of this provis- 
ional period, if the Central American States 
find the experiment satisfactory, a union will 
be formed, based largely upon the princi- 
pies of our own Government. A Constitu- 
tion will be adopted covering all political, 
commercial, and other relations between 
the five republics and foreign powers. A 
common monetary standard and common 
tariff laws will be established by the Fed- 
eral Government, which is to have under 
the proposed plan very similar powers and 
prerogatives to those enjoyed by the Na- 
tional Government at Washington; so that 
the Central American republics will be 
cemented together strongly as one nation, 
while they will still enjoy, through ‘their 
reserved rights under the Vonstitution,, the 
largest measure of freedom as regards their 
home affairs. 

The plan is a.wise one, based upon the 
experience of the greatest republic in the 
world, but it is already threatened with 
failure. Costa Rica is ready to enter the 
confederation as soon as her chief rival, 
Nicaragua, signs the compact; but here 
comes the rub. President Sacasa of Nica- 
ragua is thoroughly in favor of the union— 
or he was a few days ago—and he formally 
signed the treaty ; but the Nicaraguan Con- 
gress promptly reviewed his action and de- 
clared it nulland void. That body wants 
more time to discuss the proposed change, 
and up to the present it has steadily refused 
to give its consent to the joining of the 
confederation by Nicaragua. As a result 
but three of the five republics of which tbe 
proposed union was to be formed have thus 
far given their consent to the ten years’ ex- 
perimental federation, and unless these 
three decide to form a union of their own 
the chances are very good for the collapse 
of the whole scheme. 

The reluctance of Nicaragua to enter into 
the new confederacy ‘can be easily under- 
stood, and the wonder is that President 
SACASA was so hasty in pledging his Gov- 
ernment to the plan before consulting the 
law-making and treaty-ratifying power of 
the republic. The stumbling block of 
Nicaragua in her progress toward union 
with her sister Republics is the very thing 
which promises to make her future as a 
State—the Nicaragua Canal, now begun 
with every prospect of being pushed toa 
speedy and successful termination. This 
great waterway, to be built by American 
capital and American energy, is at no 
point to pass without the,,Boundaries of 
Nicaragua, and when it is finished Nica- 
ragua will command a connecting link be- 
tween the Atlantic and the. Pacific which 
will bring the commerce: of; the world to 
her very doors. The material advantage 
which this great canal will prove to the 
little Central American republic can hard- 
ly be overestimated, and to gain it she 
might profitably have made even greater 
concessions than she has to its American 
projectors. 

This canal and its vast possibilities Nica- 
Tagua will control so long as she maintains 
her independence, and incidentally it brings 
to her the moral prestige of protection by 
the United States of America in case of 
threatened danger to the property by in- 
vasion or otherwise. Should she join the 
projected union, however, it is more than 
likely that the General Governmont would 
claim the right to control or govern 
the canal on the double ground that it 
was a highway of commerce and that it 
properly came within the meaning of the 
Constitution regarding foreign relations. 
Indeed, this Government would regard very 
jealously the entrance of Nicaragua into 
any union unless special stipulations were 
made protecting the’ canal from any inter- 
ference by the new general authority. This 
is why the statesmen of Nicaragua are op- 
posed to juining the new confederacy, and 
unless the canal is expressly exempted 
from all conflict of authority in the future, 
and made the property, in a governmental 
sense, of the State of Nicaragua forever by 
the Constitution of the union, we may be 
sure that Nicaragua will not become a part 
of the Central American Union. 


NOTES FROM MEXIOO. 


Ciry oF MEXIco, Deo. 8, via Galveston.—The 
Chamber of Deputies has approved the con- 
tract between the Government and Mr. Malo 
for the establishment of a steamship line be- 
tween Mexico. and Asiatic ports. 

The Senate has approved the concession made 
to Sefior Justino Martinez for colonizing Yuca- 
tan. 

The press has united in demanding the abo- 
lition of gambling. 

A thirty-page pampblet, signed by Gen. Bar- 
rundia, the Guatemalan exile, has been circu- 
lated here. It accuses Gen. Burillas, President 
or Guatemala, of atrocities innumerable. 

The jubilee of Archbishop de Labastida was 
celebrated to-day. The city was crowded with 
strangers and the cathedral was filled to over- 


flowing, it being estimated that there were over 


twenty-five thousand persons in and about the 
ebureb. A pontifical mass was celebrated, and 
@ sermou was delivered by Bishop Ygnacio 
Montes de Oca of San Luis Potosi. The entire 
ceremony lasted nearly three hours. Thou- 
sands of visitors are encamped in outlying 
towns, and the proprietors of botels are asking 
exorbitant prices for sleeping places. Five 
hundred policemen were employed in keeping 
order in the cathedral during the services. The 
people are indignant at the Archbishop for his 
action In establishing a difference between the 
poor and the rich iu the matter of admission to 
the cathedral. i

is trying to purchase 200,000 acres of coffee 
lands in the states of Chiapas and Oaxaca,

NAVAL FACT AND GOSSIP. 


The American marines who did duty at the 
Paris Exposition guarding the American ex- 
hibit were: accorded a brilliant reception on 
the 19th ult. in Paris. Each officer and man 
was presented with a medal commemorative of 
his service during the exposition. President 
Carnot aad the Ministers of Marine and Foreign 
Affairs were represented, as were officers of the 
Twenty-eighth Regiment of the Line, an in- 
fantry regiment which served in America during 
the Revolution. The marines will soon return 
home. They have reveived much praise because 
of their bearing and martial appearance. 

The assignment of all the revenue cutters on 
the Atlantic coast, as recently announced, dis- 
poses of the alleged unprotected coast line on 
Long Island Sound. The Dexter is assigned to 
the protection of this part of the coast, more 
particularly to quiet the apprehensions of those 
to whom false reports of smuggling in the Sound 
have been related. The revenue marine ofhcer 
who started this report Bas received, it is said, 
well-deserved censure from the customs officers 
of New-York. 

The squadron of evolution, which sailed Sat 
urday from Boston, will steam at about a ten- 
knot speed across the Atlantic, that being con- 


sidered an economical coal expenditure. When- 
ever itis found that the sea is too heavy to 
allow the Yorktown to keep up with tbe other 
vessels at that rate of speed the flagsnip will 
regulate the speed of the squadron by that of 
the Yorktown. 

As a result of navigation closing on the lakes, 
the four revenue cutters doing duty there have 
been laid up for the Winter. The Bibb goes 
into Winter quarters at Ogdensburg, the Perry 
at Erie, the Fessenden at Detroit, and the 
Johnsou at Milwaukee. With the exception of 
the commanding officers all officers have been 
detached and placed on waiting orders. 

An attempt will be made during the present 
session of Congress to obtain a “ Retiring bill” 
for the mates in the navy. No more appoint- 
ments are now made to the grade of mates, the 
law prescribing that the grade shall die out 
with the present incumbents. The mates are 
the only officers in the navy not accorded the 
benefit of retirement. 

It is proposed that a series of manw@uvres 
shall take place next Summer, comprising joint 
military operations on the part of army and 
navy details. Major Gen. Schofield and Capt. 
C. B. Sears are a committee in behalf of the 
army to confer with the navy on the proposed 
plan. 

The oldest officer in the United States Navy, 
according to the army and Navy Journal, is 
Commodore Henry Bruce, retired, who lives in 
Boston. He was born Feb. 12, 1789, and en- 
ion the navy Nov. 9, 1813. He was retired in 
1855.

GEN. ISRAEL VOGDES. 

Gen. Israel Vogdes, whose sudden death at 
the New-York Hotel was noted in these col- 
umns yesterday, was born in Willistown, Penn., 
Aug. 4, 1816. He was appointed to tne Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point July 1, 1833, and 
was graduated from that institution in 1837 
with the rank of Second Lieutenant, and as- 
signed to the First Artillery. He served ag As- 
sistant Professor and Principal Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at West Point for the gue- 
ceeding twelve years, being promoted in the 
meantime to First Lieutenant im 1838 ana 
Captain in 1847. In184@%he was assigned to 
active servicein Florida in garrison duty at 
Key West and in the operations against the 
Seminole Indians, after which he was in com 
mand at Fort Moultrie, 8. C., in 1856-57, ang 
connected with the Artillery School for Prax 
tice at Fortress Monroe in 1858-60. 

In 1861 he was ordered to reinforce Fort 
Pickens, Florida, but was interdicted by orders 


from the War Department after he arrivea 
there, and it was not until after President Lin« 
coln’s inauguration and the department had 
been transferred to loyal hands that he wag 
permitted to proceed with the work. He wag 
promoted Major May 14, 1861, and on Oct. 9 of 
that year, while engaged in repelling a rebel 
attack on Santa Rosa Island, was taken pris- 
oner and contined in Libby Prison, from which 
he was released upon un exchange of prisoners 
in August, 1862. He entered the volunteer 
service with the rank of Brigadier General 
Nov. 29, 1862, after serving afew weeks on 
the staff of Major Gen. J. F. Reynolds, in Penn- 
sylvania and Maryland. In September, 1862, 
he was putin command of Folly Island, 8. CG, 
and constructed the batteries on Lighthouse 
Inlet for the attack on Morris Island, on Juiy 
9, 1863,in which action he participated. Ha 
Was promoted Lieutenant-Colonel of the Fiftir 
Artillery June 1, 1863, and Colonel of the Firat 
Artillery Aug. 1, 1863, continuing in the opera. 
tions against Fort Sumter and Charleston until 
February, 1864, when he was ordered to 
Fiorida. From Jan. 18, 1866, he was in com: 
mand of the First Artillery at Fort Hamilton, 
New-York, until Jan. 2, 1881, when upon his 
Own request he was retired, having given over 
forty-three years of active service to his 
country. 

Since his retirement Gen. Vogdes has written 
& little upon military matters for the press, but 
chiefly for diversion, having sought no syste- 
matic employment. He was essentially domes« 
tic in his tastes, and beyond membersbip in the 
Loyal Legion of the New-York Commandery 
of which he was one of tie first Commanders, 
he was attached to no social or other organi- 
zations. His Summers were usually spent 
in travel; in Winter he resided in this city, 
where he had a host of friends, who will deeply 
mourn his sudden taking off. He leaves sur- 
viving him his widow and four children, all of 
whom are married. His sons, Capt A. W. 
Vogdes of the Fifth Artillery and First Lieut. 
©. B. Vogdes of the First Infantry, United 
States Army, have followed their fathers 
chosen profession. Lieut. Vogdaes is at present 
stationed on the Pacitic coast. Thedaughters of 
Gen. Vogdes, Mrs. Dr. Hansell of Philadelphia 
and Mrs. William Lord of Brooklyn, will attend 
the funeral, which will be neid at West Point, 
whence the body will be taken for interment in 
the Military Cemetery.

FRANCISCO SOTO-VILLAMIZAR. 

Sefor Francisco Soto-Villamizar died on Sate 
urday of heart failure at his residence, 80 Lex- 
ington-avenue. He was in his fifty-eighth year, 
and two years ago was one of the most promi- 
nent and most progressive capitalists of the 
United States of Colombia. Sefior Soto-Villa- 
mizar was a native of Cucuta in that country, 
and was educated in his native land. He was 
identified with the earliest railroad enterprises 
of Colombia, and was the chief promoter of the 
road between Cucuta and Porto-Villamizar— 


the latter of these towns having taken its name 
from that of his ancestors. He was also en- 
gaged in a big banking business in Bogota, 

Seflor Soto-Villamizar was actively inter- 
ested in the politics of his country, though not 
as an officeholder. He was, of course, 
chiefly concerned with the maintenance of a 
form of government capable of stability, but 
having closely studied the system on which tne 
Government of the United States and that of 
Mexico are based, he believed that either a nom- 
inal or an actual dictatorsnip was incompatible 
with such stability. Therefore he was au ener- 
getic and uncompromising Liberal, and when, n 
1884, the practical dictator, Rafael Nuiies, ob- 
tained power that was really absolute, through 
acombination with the Conservative Party, 
life as a capitalist, a banker, and a rail- 
road man in Bogota began to be made 
unpleasant for him. He was not decreed an 
exile, but was in perpetual fear of renewed 
political disturbances and of a war tax that 
would be ruinous to capital,evenif no less 
legal form of pillage should result He there- 
fore determined to leave the country and to 
withdraw his fortune so far as possible from a 
land which he knew was insecure. He took the 
Presidency of the Electric Light Company of | 
the City of Maracaibo, Venezuela, and in his 
effort to develop the interests of that corpora- 
tion came to New-York a year ago last July. 
Since that time Senor Soto-Villamizar has lived 
in New-York. 

The deceased man leavesa widow and nine 
children, Three of these are in Bogota. Francis- 
co is still a Government agent in the Custom 
House in spite of the feeling that existed in offi- 
cial circles against his father’s liberalism. Luig 
and Ricardo Soto-Villamizar are engaged in a 
general mercantile business. Rafael is in New- 
York. The funeral will occur at 8%. Stephen’s 
Church, on Twenty-eighth-street, between Third 
and Lexington avenues, at 10 A. M. to-day. 
Whether the remains will eventually be seng 
back to Bogota has not yet been determined.

TUXEDO PARK TAXES. 


NEWBURG, Dec. 8.—The Tuxedo Park Aassocia- 
tion recently made application to the Board of 
Supervisors of Orange County for the repay: 
ment of taxes paid by such association for the 
years 1886, 1887, 1888, and to strike from thd 
roll of 1889 the amount assessed to them there. 
on. The Law Committee of the board has re 
ported on the application that 1t finds that the 


assessment and collection of taxes on the real 
estate 1s clearly and properly within the juns- 
diction of the board. 

As to the personal property, $15,000, ta 
which this petition also has reference, the com- 
mittee reports thatso far as the portion of the 
tax levied thereon for State purposes is con 
cerned, the association has a valid claim for re« 
imbursement, ‘“‘but when reporting the claim 
as valid we cannot refrain from stating that in 
examining the law and facts in this case, we 
met with developments that were nota little 
surprising. Such association has not, accordin 
to law, or like other incorporated companies o 
the county, reported its capital stock to the 
assessors of the town or ward in which it ig¢ 
situated. Its capital stock is $600,000, 
and the assessed value of its real ex 
tate is $141,050, so that after deduc 
the value of its real estate and allowin 
for what would appear to be all possible | 
exemptions, there would still remain about 
$400,000 which might or should be assessed in 
the interests of the county and of the town of 
Monroe. Thus the association has withheld 
from the county and town in an illegal manner 
thousands of dollars which nas necessarily been 
assessed and coilected upon the other taxpay- 
ers of the county and town. 





A CONOERT AND AN ILLUMINATION.

RUINS OF THE FATAL FIRE 


SOENES ABOUT THE PIER OF 
THE NATIONAL LINE, 
SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION THE CAUSE 


OF THE BLAZE—THE INJURED MEN 
IMPROVING, 


Scores of men, women, and children yesterday 
visited the National Line Steamship Gompany’s 
pier, foot of Houston-street, North River, to 
view the ruins of the fire of Saturday. From 
she Outside the upper part of the two-story pier 
retains little of its original form. The ravages 
made by the flames could be seen from one end 
to the other of the 550-foot building. Huge 
sections of the roof and sides are gone, and the 
apper parts standing are blackened and charred. 
There are numerous evidences of the fury of the 
flames, the intense heat of the fire, and of the 
tdmirable work of the firemen. 

To appreciate fully the commendable efforts 
of those who fought the fire It was only neces- 
sary toinspect the pier from the inside of the 
ruins. After doing tbat, one wonders that the 
National Line Company escaped with such a 
comparatively small financial loss. Halt way 
lown the pier on the north side was the fire- 
tug Zophar Mills, The crew had been on 
juty since the outbreak of the fire and they 
were still playing two streams on the smolder- 
ing cotton inthe second story. Theonly other 


svidence of the fire was found at the elevator 
openings, where aébris had fallen with the car- 
riages. The main part of the whole pier 1s ap- 
parently as good as ever, or will be when the 
water dries up. 

The second floor was reached by the narrow 
stairs near the northeast corner. his is where 
Barry, Whalen, Johoson, and Baker, the watch- 
tnan, carpenter, coloured foreman, and colored 
longsboreman perished in trying to escape 
after their heroic but futile battle with the fire. 
Evidently the flames had rolled at cne time 
through the long inclosure and were fanned by 
draughts from the west and through the hatch- 
ways. The fire found plenty to feed upon ap- 
parently and had made rapid progress before 
the firemen became masters of the situation. A 
more picturesque ruin it would be difficult to 
imagine. So thick was the débris piled over 
500 feet of the area that it was both difficuls 
and dangerous to walk about. 

Mountains of tea. broken chests, almonds, 
broken bales, cans of varnish, hogsheads of glue, 
horse blankets, cotton bales, fire extingulsbers, 
burried hose,and miscellaneous stuff were mixed 
in an indiscriminate mass with the remains 
of the roof. Sume of the iron girders which sup- 

orted the peaked roof had fallen and were 
“wisted into fantastic shapes. A big iron safe 
stood intact but disfigured, and near it was a 
wooden ease filled with charred papers. The 
floors of the case were wide open and some of 
the papers were on the floor, as if an attempt 
to remove the contents had been abandoned in 
a hurry. 

“Tt will take a week,” said Superintendent 
Andrews, ‘‘to clear out this wreckage. J shall 
put a force of men to work to-morrow and not 
use the pier for business until noxt week. The 
White Star and Guion Line Companies have 
offered us the use of their piers and I shall 
accept the offer. The steamship Holland, 
which was towed away from the pier dur- 
ing: the fire, is lying at anehor off Sixtieth- 
street. The Helvetia got in this morning andis 
up there too. We shall begin unloading them 
to-morrow at the White Star Line pier here and 
the Guion Line pier in Jersey City. The few 
Steerage passengers on the Helvetia were 
landed at Castle Garden before she went 
up to the anchorage ground. I expect light- 
ers here to-night to remove the cotton 
and just as soon as we get the second floor 
cleared repairs will be begun. Our architect 
made aninspection this morning, but has not 
given an estimate of the cost. Muchof theiron 
materia) of the structure can be utilized. No, I 
can’t even approximate the loss by the fire. 
The West-street front has just been completed 
at a cost of $30,000, and the upper part of that 
is damaged. It may take $60,000 of insurance 
to square the bills. There is no doubt that the 
ey reid is fully protected by insurance. 

* How did the fire originate? That is the mys- 
tery. Theonly theory Ican advance is that it 
was a2cas6 of spontaneous combustion in one 
of the bales of cotton. This is one of the busi- 
est plers on the North River. We are generally 
overcrowded with freight and frequently 
run a gang of five hundrea men, Dut, very 
fortunately for us, the pier was com- 
paratively empty yesterday. I can’t recall a 
period in six years when we had such asmall 
guantity of freight to handle. It was different 
a week aco and it would have been different a 
week hence. 1 did not believe we could have a 
flisastrous fire on this pier. Every possible pre- 
caation to prevent an accident of the kind was 
taken. We had an extinguishing plant em- 
bracing 1,800 feet of hose and a dozen hand 
themical extinguishers. I bought two new 
ones Saturday morning. Wedon’t use electricity 
pn the pier because of the risk, and our gaslights 
at night are so arranged as to make fire from 
that source almost impossible. The rule pro- 
hibiting smoking on the premises is strictly en- 
forced and it goes hard with any violater. The 
boiler and engine are housed by themselves at 
the extreme west end, and there never was an 
putbreak in that quarter. The etorehouse, also 

t the west end, I had incased with corrugated 
ron for safety. Great care is taken in handling 
the stores. 

“There isn’t the slightest suspicion in my 
mind that the fire was the work of an ineen- 
fliary. We have had no trouble with hands, and 
the best evidence that the flre was not of ma- 
licious origin is the splendid way the men 
fought it. Poor fellows! some of them lost their 
lives through theirloyalty. I have sent word 
to the relatives of the luckless four that the un- 
fiertakers’ bills will be settled by the company. 
[tis not much that we can do for the sacrifice, 
but such as it is we shall do it inthe right spirit. 
[t seems unaccountable that any life should be 
lost by the burning of an ocean steamship pier 
like this. 

“It is almost surrounded by water, and has 
numerous exits. The only conclusion we can 
reach is that the men were overcome by the 
stifling smoke. They were so intent Spee their 
work at the west end of the pier that they 
id not realize the danger. The smoke prob- 
ably rolled in clouds along the ceiling until 
it encountered a draught at the east, when it 
was forced back along the floor. It found out- 
lets through the five elevator shafts, where 
other draughts whirled it back. When the 
men discovered how they had been entrapped 
a panic seized them, and without a moment’s 
reflection they dasned wildly for the stairway 
furthest from the fire. There were probably 
inches of dry dust on the rafters and girders, 
which, once ignited from the heat, flashed fire 
like powder. Under the circumstances the only 
wonder is that more of the men did not suc- 
cumb. The escape of any human being on that 
floor is providen tial. 

No more victims of the fire were fonnd yester- 
day. James McGuire, the missing elevator boy, 
and all the other employes have been accounted 
for. Daniel Hatton, a one-armed man who is 
employed as a timekeeper on the pier, was 
believed to be in the ruins until yesterday. He 
went up to the second floor at the outbreak of 
the fire ana helped fight it. He was among the 
last to give up the battle, but instead of trying 
to oscape by the West-street end he made his 
way to the other stairway and got aboard a tug 
moored to the outerend of the pier. This was 
one of the tugs which assisted in towing the 
steamship Holland out of the slip and up the 
river. He was taken along and could not get 
ashore until after the steamship was safely 
anchored off Sixtieth-atreet. 

Acting Captaja Gaylor of the Twenty-eighth 
Preciuct, and Roundsman Flannery and halt a 
flozen men were on duty atthe pier all day. 
They made a diligent effort to investigate the 
fire on the theory that it might not have n 
of accidental origin, but were forced to agree 
with Superintendent Andrews. Many words of 
praise were heard at the pier yesterday for the 
crew of the fire tug Zophar Mills. Never be- 
fore, it was said, did the crew do more effective 
work. If the various opinions could be crystal- 
lized the sentiment would probably be in favor 
of increasing the floating section of the Fire 
Department by the addition of several mure 
tugs like the Mills. x 

The seven injured men who were taken to 
Bt. Vincent’s Hospital were quite comfortable 
yesterday, chiefly because they had been kept 
under the influence of anodynes from the mo- 
ment they passed into the charge of the sisters. 
James Hopson, Samuel Diggs, and Hallock 
Kipp, the clerk, had been the greatest sufferers, 
and tbe chances for the recovery of Diggs 
were considered rather poor by Dr. Beekman. 

Late Saturday night Hopson’s breathing grew 
labored. At3 o'clock Dr. Beekman performed 
the operation of tracheotomy, cedema of the 
glottis having set it. The sufferer improved 4di- 
rectly. The tube was placed in his throat just 
above the larynx, and it was said that his 
chances of getting well were good. 

Poor old Diggs, the colored man, finds that 
his seventy-one years are a heavy handicap in 
his race for life, and as symptoms of cdema of 
the glottis began to develop yesterday after- 
noon, the surgeon said that his life hung on a 
much sienderer thread than any of the others. 
Still it was possible that he might recover. His 
burns about the face, throat, and hands are 
very severe. 

The men occupy a ward by themselves and 
have aspecial corps of nurses to minister to 
their wants. Each isswathed in linen cloths 
from head to foot, and they all look more like 
Egyptian mummies than men who only a few 
hours ago were hard at work. Over the face of 
each is a linen mask. Under the linen is a cool 
dressing. of carbolized vaseline, at once sooth- 
jng and healing. Visitors, provided they were 
relatives of the sufferers, were permitted to see 
and talk with all except Hopson. His opera- 
tion gave him alonely day, but the others hela 
quite a reception and seemed to enjoy it.

A PAVEMENT TORN UP AND A WALL 
CRACKED BY AN EXPLOSION. 


At 619 Sixth-street is a five-story tenement 
house belonging to the David Jones estate. In 
its construction part of the walls of an old 
brewery foundation was utilized, and the side- 
walks before this and several other houses near 
it are over the old and massive vaults. 

Henry Klippel, a baker, has his store on the 
ground floor of 619, and his oven was in the 
vault. Nine families live up stairs. At6 o’clock 
last evening Klippel and his employes began to 
prepare for this morning’s bake, and the oven 
was charged and fired. Tbrough the vault in 
which it was runs a gas service pipe. This was 
leaky, and enough gas got into the vault to mix 
with the air in explosive proportions. An ex- 

losion occurred which was loud, violent, and 

estructive. ° 

The sidewalk in front of 619 and 617 was 
upheaved, the paving for aspace 10 feet by 5 
wasthrown out, and a flagstone was cast into 
the show window of the bakery. At 617 the 
windows of John Conradi’s saloon were broken. 
No one was injured. Foreman Sullivan of Hook 
and Ladder Compauy No. 11 sent for James 
Duffy, the Building Inspector of the district, 
who surveyei the foundations and discovered 
that the base of the front wall of 619 was 
cracked and slightly bulged. It will cost $700 
to $800 to repair damages and relay the side-

ITS STUDENTS AND OFFICERS ADDRESS

An interesting and well-attended meeting in 
behalf of negro and Indian education waa held 
yesterday afternoon under the auspices of the 
Hampton Normal and Agricultural Institute, 
at the Church of the Incarnation, Madison-av- 
enue and Thirty-fifth-street. The Rev. Dr. Ar- 
thur Brooks, rector of the church, presided, and 
interest was added tothe meeting by the par- 
ticipation in the exercises of the afternoon by 
several of the negro and Indian students from 
the Hampton school. 

After the usual evening service of the Epis- 
copal Church, members of the Hampton Quar- 


tet sang slave songs of the South. This was fol. 
lowed by ashort address by Arthur Boykin, a 
negro, of the Class of ’81, on ‘‘ Africa and Amer- 
ica.” Henry Kingman,a Sioux student from 
Dakota, in his native tongue spoke on “The 
Old Life and the New Life.” John Potter, an- 
other Sioux student, acted as his interpreter. 

“My father was killed,” saia Kingeman, 
**when I was six years old. It was in Custer’s 
massacre. I do not remember much about that 
massacre, but I saw it and I will tell you what 
I know aboutit. The soldiers came up the hill. 
They covered it. The fight lasted all day. Com- 
pany after company passed up the hill. [saw 
them through the trees. All night the fight 
wenton, snd all the next morning, ending 
about4 o’clock in the afternoon. All the soldiers 
were killed. They lay stretched out on the hill- 
side like Autumn leaves. My father was killed 
among the soldiers. He was one of the leaders 
of my people.” 

W. H. Daggs of the Class of "78 spoke on “The 
Southern Field.” Gen. 8. C. Armstrong fol- 
lowed with a few remarks on tbe needs of the 
institute. The Rev. H. B. Frissell, Vice Princi-

SUPPOSED RELICS OF COONEY, DISCOV- 
ERED IN MILWAUKEE.’ 


MILWAUKEE, Dec. 8.—Supposed bloody relics 
of the Cronin tragedy have been discovered in 
this city aud are now atthe Milwaukee Police 
Headquarters. They are clothes thought to be- 
long to the missing suspect Cooney, and with 
them in a trunk were four blood-stained hand- 
kerchiefs, a number of photographs, and a bun- 
dle of letters. 

Capt. Schuettler of Chicago made the find 
acting on an anonymous letter from Mil- 
waukee calling attention to the fact that the 
suspicious articles were in the possession of 
@ Milwaukee expressman, James H. Mooney. 
Capt. Schuettler left Milwaukee to-day, taking 
with him the letters and photographs. His 
destination could not be ascertained, and the 
inference was drawn that he bas started to run 
down a elue furnished by the letters, 

On May 26, the Sunday following the discov- 
ery of Cronin’s body, Expressman Mooney was 
accosted by a stranger at the Union Station 
looking for a quiet boarding house. ‘The stran- 
ger was taken to Mooney’s home, and remained 
there a few days, but went out fora stroll 
one night with another stranger and 
has not since beeu seen. The boarder forgot 
to pay his landlord and never claimed the trunk. 
The Mooneys broke open the trunk, and the 
mysterious circumstances have been a matter 
of gossip in the neighborhood for some time. 
One of the pictures in the album and Mooney’s 
description of his boarder both tally, itis said, 
with the missing Cooney.

speculations 1s the feature of the coming 
season that compels admiration. The Auditori- 
um is the purely private venture of some 
money-making gentlemen, who hope out of it to 
make moremoney. Butsince the first shovelful 
of earth was turned on the ground where the 
magnificent structure’ now stands it has been 
persistently represented as a great public 
enterprise. To cap all, the boomers have 
now secured the presence of the President 
of the United States to assist in a 


**dedication” Tuesday evening. ‘The invitation 
to the President is only equaled in importance 
by that extended to President Cleveland to 
open a Summer resort at Cheltenham Beach, a 
few miles south of Chicago, several years ago. 
It is worth remembering that a tine sense of the 
fitness of things led the President of that time 
to decline tu.lend himself for advertising pur- 
poses. 

But society has taken up the Patti engage- 
ment, and it is bound to be a tremendous suc- 
cess. Itis stated on excellent authority that 
before the curtain is raised Tuesday night

There is, as might be expected, a monstrous 
amount of shoddyism in all this, and itis ouri- 
ously illustrated in the trade the furriers are 
doing. Society, or at least Chicago. society, has 
decreed that furs shall be worn. There isa fur 
called Angora goat, which is-cheap and showy. 
A member of the leading firm of furriers here 
reports a very large sale of that sort of 
fur, so large, indeed, that it is interfering with 
the sale of more valuable ones. Chicago ar- 
rayed in Angora goat fur, going to the Italian 
opera through a pawn shop, may move the un- 
thinking to mirth, but it affords an interesting 
study for the student of social movements, and 
will very seriously affect the merchants who 
have big stocks of Christmas goods on their 
shelves, and the playhouses that are not fort- 
unate enough to have “ society’s” indorsement. 

The business of the theatres the last week has 
shown the eftect of the Italian opera’s advance 
sale. People are economizing and have little 
money to spend on ordinary attractions. The 
business of “Shenandoah” has kept up re- 
markably well, but the other houses have 
suffered. Tne Howard Atheneum Company at 
Hooley’s, Fanny Davenport in “La Tosca” at 
the Columbia, “Clover” at the Chicage Opera 
House, and ‘‘Mankind” at the Grand Opera 
House bave had fair houses only. The latter 
was tho only novelty of the week.

COMFORT FOR SNAITH. 


THE PLACE OF HIS TRIAL CHANGED 
FROM ONEIDA TO ALBANY COUNTY. ;| 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 8.—Justice Gaorge N. 
Kennedy of the Supreme Court has written his 
decision on the motion made by the defendants 
in the matter of the people of the State of New- 
York against John Snaith, Timothy J. 
Sullivan, and Charles B. Andrews to 
change the place of trial from the coun- 
ty of Oneida to Albany County for 
the convenience of witnesses. The motion was 
argued at aSpecial Term a week ago by Matthew 
Hale of Albany for the defendants and Attor- 


ney General Tabor for the. people. In his de- 
cision Justice Kennedy says: 


The action is brought to recover the sum of 
$250,000 for damages alleged to have been sus- 
tained by the State, occasioned by the frauds of 
the defendants, and growing out of repairs done 
by them upon the ceiling of the Assembly Chamber 
in the State Capitol bnilding, situated in the 
City and County of Albany, in the Summer 
of 1888 ‘The moving pavers show that 
there are forty-three persons residing in 
the city of Albany who are witnesses, and each of 
them 18 a material witness for the defendants upon 
the trial of the action. Several others are xlso 
named whe reaide in said county of Albany, and the 
facta which the defendants expect to prove by many 
otf them are stated. Fifty-three. witnesses are 
named in all as material and necessary for them. 

The moving afiidavits are subject to the criticism 
that it is not shown that the defendants have 
been informed by the several raons named 
that they will be able to testify to the facts it is ex- 
pected tu prove by each. It is reasonably fair to 

resume that the list of alleged necessary witnesses 
fas been made as large as possible, and larger, per- 
haps, th the actual need of the defend- 
ants will “require upon the trial. h 
part of the plaintiffs, while ne 
of the defendants are attacked, and some re- 
aspects weakened aos to several of the witnesses 
named, but one witness is stated by them to be nec- 
essa and material who resides in the county of 
Oneida. he application is based upon the con- 
venience of witnesses alone, and in determinin, 
this question the place where the transaction too 
place and the probability of the residence of mate- 
rial witnesses is to be considered. 

When we reoall the nature of the transaction as- 
sailed, and out of which the alleged fraud grew, and 
the many persons who must necessarily have been 
to some extent connected therewith and cognizant 
thereof, and among whom are included most of the 
State officers, woe are force! to 8 con. 
clusion that for the convenience of witnesses 
alone the county of Albany is the proper 
one in which to try the action. The 
plaintiffs seek to retain the venue in 
county of Oneida, upon the ground that the ends 
of justice will not be promoted by a change to the 
county of Albany, (referring to Subdivision 3 of 
Section 987 of the Cole of Civil Pr ure,) and 

reduce an affidavit which tends to show that:a 
air aud impartial trial of the action cannot be had 
in the latter county. gAssuming that this 
action may be preseuted by the plaintiffs in 
opposition to an application of the defendants to 
change, for the convenience of witnessaés, as I think 
it may, it will be tound that the evidence senting 
to show a condition ot things in the county of Al- 
pany which will endanger the plaintiff's rights ifa 
trial ie had thero, ia not made sufficiently apparent 
to justify a denial of this motion. 

Applications of this nature have usually been 
made tochange the place ot trial from the county 
where the venue at the time was to some other, be- 
cause an impartial trial could not be had. The 
have also been entertained in opposition to motions 
based upon the ground which this one is.

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A BRITISH FEDERATION 


CANADA'S RELATIONS TO THE 
MOTHER COUNTRY. 
THE GROWTH OF THE IMPERIAL FEDERA- 
TION LEAGUE—INCULCATING THE 
IDEA ON AMERICAN SOIL. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 8.—The Imperial Fed- 
eration League, established in England five 
years ago, declares it has a great mission to 
perform, It was organized by patriotic Eng- 
lishmen with the object of securing by federa- 
tion the permanent unity of the British Empire. 
To-day tho principles of the league are indorsed 
by thousands of British subjects throughout the 
world. Branches exist in nearly every Ca- 
nadian city, and already Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commissioner to England, and 
prospective Premier of the Dominion, bas de- 
clared in favor of the movement. Sir John Mac- 
donald, the Premier, thanks to a sagacious fore- 
sight, rarely blunders, Thus far ho has not 
committed himself to any of the elaborate 
schemes of federation originating in the prains 
of English statesmen. 

That the idea of a World Empire is gaining a 
foothold in Canada, no matter how small, goes 
without saying, but much missionary work re- 
mains to be done before the federation move- 
ment is even seriously considered. Its op- 
ponents call it a beautiful dream of impossibili- 
ties. Though the necessity of bringing about 


closer relations between England and the col- 
onles was refcrred te in one of her Majesty’s 
speeches from the throne some years ago, it is 
a@ noteworthy fact that successive English Gov- 
ernments have been silent on the subject. 

Canada will necessarily play an important 
part in any plan put forward to bring about the 

sroposed federation. Sir Charles Tupper isa 

eading member of the Executive Council of the 

league. He does not profess to be an enthusiast, 
and scouts at the suggestion that without feder- 
ation the empire wiil go to pieces. His speeches 
on the subject have been in the direction of 
urging thatsome plan should be outlined by 
those who are authorized to speak for the 
mother country, and on his suggestion the pro- 
posal was made to Lord Salisbury that a con- 
vention of representatives of the colonies 
should be summoned to put the various outlines 
together and fix upon some definite scheme. 
To this, however, Lord Salisbury takes excep- 
tion, saving that the Government does not 
thivk it within its province to take the 
initiatory step, as it would look as if 
the Government were anxious to move the 
colonies instead of the colonies moving them- 
seives. The situation of things seems to bo 
this: that Britain is waiting to see what steps 
the colonies will take and the colonies are 
waiting tosee what Britain is prepared to do. 

The officers of the leacue include some of the 
most distinguished men in the empire. Earl 
Rosebery is the President, and_ his associates 
include Lord Brassey, Sir Edwin Arnold, Sir 
Donald Currie, Earl Dunraven, the Marquis of 
Lorne, Sir Rawson W. Rawson, Sir Richard 
Temple, Sir Harry Verney, and Sir Frederick K. 
Young. 

While Canada, Australia, and New-Zealand— 
each the nascent nation of a not very far off 
future—are becoming developed, the pressing 
question is fast ripening for its solution as to 
what are to be the conditions of their future 
political relationship to Great Britain. At a 
certain stage of their growth one of the two al- 
ternatfves must happen with all the self-govern- 
ing colonies—federation or disintegration. To 
solve a question of such delicacy, difficulty, and 
grandeur demands, no doubt, the exercise of the 
highest political sagacity and profound states- 
manship, the purest patriotism, and the most 
unprejudiced and unselfish disposition to act 
Only for the common weal. 

Imperial federation was first talked of in 
1869, but did not occupy any public attention 
until fifteen years later. Its supporters favor a 
national Parliament. composed of ropresenta- 
tives of every portion of the empire, selected on 
the basis of population. In the case of India it 
is not proposed to give the natives any native 
representation. This schome involves an im- 
mense change in the form of the British Consti- 
tution in practice, if notin theory. Practically 
the change would be an entirely new invention; 
it would amount to a complete reversal of 
things Parliamentary as they are, and the adop- 
tion of an entirely different system of iocal self- 
government for the domestic portion of the 
empire. 

Among other things it has been proposed to 
establish a differential taritf for the empire, dis- 
criminating against the remainder of the 
world. The home Government cannot at pres- 
ent even bind the colonies by commercial 
treaties with other nations. This right could 
not be yielded to the Federal Government 
without sacrificing one of the most valued 
rights of the colonies, viz., the enactment of 
tariffs. As nearly all revenues arise from im- 
port duties, it would amount to an abandon- 
ment of their chief fiscal power, their most 
cherished possession. The opponents of federa- 
tion say that if a colony, in case of war, in 
which probably it would have no direct inter- 
est, finds that in addition to the ruin of its 
trade from foreign cruisers it has to meet a 
sudden demand of a million for charges, which 


they were never asked for heretofore, the result: 


would probably be separation. 

The Duke of Manchester proposes as subjects 
for the proposed Federal Parliament: ‘* Ques- 
tions of Peace or War,” *‘ Treaties with Foreign 
Powers Relative to Customs Duties and Guar- 
antees of Neutrality or Cession of Territory.”’ 

Many writers bave contended that the estab- 
lishment of this mode of government must in- 
volve an abdication of the powers of both of 
the existing colonial and English Parliaments 
to so large an extent that it was not reasonable 
to expect any of these bodies would consent 
thereto; that as almost all subjects of great in- 
terest would still be decided in the English 
Parliament, and as all local distinction 
and power was to be won therein, it 
was certain that the foremost men of 
England would look to that as_ their 
field of action and not to the proposed Federal 
Parliament. From this it is argued that the re- 
sult would therefore be an assembly of Eng- 
lish mediocrities and colonial nobodies—an as- 
sembly which would not command respect at 
home or abroad, and would therefore have no 
weight; or, in a word, that wmperium in imperio 
was the worst of ills. 

Public sentimentin England, at all hazards, 
is notripe to make the imperial partnership 
one containing a perfect principle of equitable 
equality between Great Britain and the col- 
onies. Federation sounds well in the earg of 
many Canadians. Archbishop O’ Brien of Halifax, 
Principal Grant of Queen’s College, Kingston, 
and Mr.,Sanford Fleming, C. M. G., Ottawa, 
are the leading exponents of its principles. All 
three are regarded as ultra-loyalists. 

Tnough strong efforts have been ‘made to ob- 
tain the support of the French Canadians, 
little has been accomplished. Flourish- 
ing branches of the league’ exist in 
Ontario and the Maritime Provinces, but 
Quebec is a blank on the federation map. It is 
now admitted that the French Canadians hold 
the key of the political situation in Canada. 
This is why rival parties have cultivated the 
race since confederation, twenty-two years 
azo. The French, itis safe to say, would prefer 
anything to annexation with tne United States, 
as they fear this would result in the abolition of 
their institutions. 

The Liberal Party in Canada is intensely hos- 
tile to federation. Premier Meroter, in Quebec, 
representing a Catholic population of nearly 
2,000,000, has expressed himself against federa- 
tion and annexation in unmistakable terms. 

The scheme to consolidate the empire some 
time ago found a champion in Mr. J. Israel 
Iarte, a prominent French-Canadian editor. 
He declared himself as follows: 

“It is the duty of our fellow-citizens of other 
races to help us crash out all attempts to foment 
discord in our midst. * * - Letall guod citizens 
unite against such discord-breeders. * * * 
lieve that the scheme of imperial feteration em- 
braces the elements of this much-desiradle union. 
It has not yet been seriously discussed in our 
Province. Iamof opinion that Sir Charles Tup- 
per’s proposition for a conference will be favorably 
received by the English Government. The object 
to be attained 1s the consolidation of British unity.” 

Recently a new departure was taken by the 
league in the abandonment, for the present, of 
the attempts to agitate the proposed zollverein. 

In Canada the movement in favor of closer 
trade relations with the United States is grow- 
ing every day. The revenue returns yearly 
show a million-dollar increase in the volume of 
trade with our American neighbors, and a ccr- 
responding decrease in our trade with England. 
These facts are signiticant and foreshadow the 
approach of fairer trade relations on this con- 
tinent. The interests of Canadians and Amer- 
icans are almostidentical, Why should Cana- 
dians, an infinitesimal factor in the proposed 
federation, allow their interests to be 
sacrificed with the object of gratifying 
imperial designs in India or the antipodes? 
Will Canadians support a scheme which makes 
them a party to England's foreign policy? As- 
suredly there is a deep sentiment aguinst it. 
Is it reasonable to suppose that the confed- 
erated powers of the empire would hasten to 
chastise the United States for an insult to the 
national dignity of Canada? 

Asa well-known anti-Federationist once ob- 
served, a great united empire—when the colo- 
nies were large States—would infallibly en- 
gender @ collision of powerful particular 


interests, and in the absence of a possible and 


permanent application of force it must be con- 
cluded that federation, however brilliant and 
humane in conception, however dazzling to the 
imagination, and to many of the noblest aspi- 
rations of human nature, would nevertneless, 
in its true essence, be absolutely nothing better 
than a rope of sand.

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PROFITS ON THE OANALS, 


A GOOD SEASON FOR THE FIRST TIME 
IN MANY YEARS, 


BUFFALO, Dec. 8.—The canal season opened 
this year with brighter prospects for the boat- 
men than they have seen for several years. They 
were wise enough, too, this year to profit by 
the mistakes of other seasons, and they there- 
fore have not had the sorrow of witnessing the 
good things that might have been theirs pass 
into the hands of others. 

The number of boats that have cleared from 
Buffalo is 6,855. These boats have carried, 
among other articles, more than 33,000,000 
feet of lumber, more than 4,000,000 thousands 
of shingles, more than 11,000,000 staves and 
headings, more than 1,200,000 pounds of bran, 
more than 56,000,000 pounds of flaxseed, more 
than 19,000,000 pounds of pig iron, more than 
23,000,000 pounds of bituminous ceal, more 
than 15,300,000 bushels of wheat, more than 
20,500,000 bushels of corn, nearly 4,000,000 


bushels of oats, nearly 1,000,000 bushels of 
barley, and over 1,200,000 bushels of rye. 

They have brought into Buffalo, among otber 
freight, over 1,100,000 feet of lumber, nearly 
53,000,000 pounds of pig iron, nearly 10,000,- 
000 pounds of domestic salt and over 10,000,- 
000 pounds of foreign salt, more than 12,000,000 
pounds of sugar, more than 5,000,000 pounds 
of molasses, more than 1,500,000 pounds of 
coffee, nearly 3,000,000 pounds of railroad iron, 
nearly 10,500,000 pounds of flaxseed, nearly 
95,000,000 pounds of other merchandise, over 
201,000,000 pounds of anthracite coal, over 
4,000,000 pounds of dried fruits, nearly 150,- 
000,000 pounds of sundries, nearly 13,000,000 
pounds of iron and steel, and over 1,000,000 
pounds of grass seed. 

While the boats this year have carried mill- 
ions of pounds of freight, they have carried it at 
paying rates. Thatis not saying that the own- 
ers of boats have gotten rich out of it, but they 
have made enough to keep them through a 
hard Winter, and that is more than can be 
said of the past few seasons. Usually it has 
beer an unpieasant task to sum up the work of 
the canal, for one dislikes to admit that a large 
degree of failure has entered into cherished 
business, especially when it is felt that that 
business deserves a better record. While the 
lake fleet flourished and increased its tonnage 
at a surprising rate, the canal fleet barely he!d 
its own andthe people engaged in the traitic 
everywhere complained of poverty. 

But this year the canalboat owner wears & 
smile and a new’hat. There have been no wild 
fluctuations in rates, no ruinous competition 
between forwarders and owners, no lack of 
freight to carry. How steady rates have been 
is shown by the fact that the highest figure for 
which wheat shipped this year was 5 vents, 
and the average was 4.3 cents. The wheat 
rate coverns all others; it is on that that boats 
depend for financial success or failure. 

* This change was brought about through the 
Buffalo Canal Forwarders’ Association, an or- 
ganization which included all forwarders and 
nearly all boats, (the few outside of it acting 
with it,) which controlled rates and controlled 
shipments, which loaded the boats and sent 
them vut in the same order in which they ar- 
rived. The forwarders labored loug and ear- 
nestly before they came to an understanding. 
Then, without asking the shipper to pay more 
than 5 cents for carrying a bushel of wheat 500 
miles, they made a success of what would oth- 
erwise have been a failure. This means that 
the forwarders’ association will control the 
canal business next season, No interest that 
really understands the situation has complained 
of tbe combination, nor could it justly, for there 
has been nothing oppressive in its operations. 
Thirty boats a day has been the average num- 
ber loaded during the season. AS many as 
ninety-nine loads have been placed in one day. 

The business has been conducted with the 
usual amount of wear and tear. Insurance 
agents say there has been the average number 
of losses. 

Among tlie changes for the better in the 
canals of late years has been first the léngth- 
ened locks. Then much has beep accomplished 
by the use of steam. The old double-header horse 
boat makes the round trip to New-York in about 
four weeks. The ateamer saves much in time. 
But the adding of boat to boat, all in a single 
tow and managed by a single crew, is what has 
made steam especially valuable. If a steamer 
has one consort she pushes it; if two she tows 
them; if three she tows two and pushes one. 
Such a tow as the last can earn nearly $2,000 
gross on around trip. The reason that they do 
not become more popular is because, as a rule, 
the men who follow the canal are not capital- 
ists. -Horse boats cost from $2,500 to $3,500; 
the sort of steam tow mentioned above costs 
$18,500.

Reproductions of the noble river scenery of 
the Amazon and of the stalwart black slaves 
whose liberation was effected by the deposed 
Emperor rounded out an ample and very in- 
structive series of pictures, lliustrating just 
what one wants most to learn about the latest 
addition to the galaxy of American republics. 

At the conclusion of the lecture Prof. Crom- 
well gave sore beautiful pictures of severai of 
Thorwaidsen’s most famous sculptures, and 
while these were being exhibited he announced 
that his Sunday evening lectures would in the 
future be delivered atthe Fifth-Avenus Thea- 
tre. Atthe sametime he said he had not had 
any trouble with the Bijou management. the 
change being made in accordance with a fancy 
of his own.

Meetings of miners were held to-day at Dart- 
mund, Essen, and Gelsenkirchen, at which it 
was rerolved to wait until Dec. 15, to see if all 
the colliery owners accept the advice of the 
Essen Collery Owners’ Committee, which rec- 
ommended a redress of the grievances of which 
the men complain. 

BERLIN, Dec. 8.—It is stated that in a recent 
familiar conversation with Deputy Miquel. 
Emperor Wilhelm said: ‘ Political parties are 
sheer frippery. I only know two—the one that 
is for me and the one that is against me.” 

RomkE, Dec. 8.—Earthquake shocks have been 
felt to-day in the central portion of Italy, but 
they have caused no loss or life or damage to 
property. Mount Vesuvius is in a state of 
eruption. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 8.—Moussa Bey and 
his family have been. exiled to Syria. The 
Porte will inerease the force of gendarmes in 
Armenia with a view to checking Kurdish out- 
rages.

DOMESTIC SERVICE JIN THRE SOUTH. 
From the New-Orleans Times-Democrat, Nov. 30. 

Tnere are too many low-grade cooks, dirty 
nurses, and lazy housegirls. They have demor- 
alized the better class of negro servants, to be 


found here before the war, and at that time one 
of the features of Southern households. Domes- 
tic service has been dragged down to the level 
of the fough plantation hands, who pour into 
the cities and who are ready to begin cooking 
forafamily without having ever seen a stove 
in their tives. They work at a placea month 
and then leave it for another, and the domestic 
history of most families in the South to-day isa 
steady succession of incompetent negro serv- 
ants. We are suffering on the servant ques- 
tion as much as the peopleof New-England. 
They from a lack of domestics, we from an ex- 
cess, which has thoroughly demoralized all. and 
dragged the good down to the level of the 
worst. If wecould ship annually some 10,000 or 
even 100.000 negro servants North it would be 
better for all hands. Perhaps our Northern 
friends can make something out of them; and 
we wonld certainly improve domestic service 
here with fewer, but better, cooks, nurses, and 
housegirls.

A QUESTION OF RATES. 

8T. PAUL, Dec. 8.—The Northern Committee 
of the Western Freignt Association held an all- 
day meeting at the general offices of the Omaha 
here yesterday. The meeting was called for the 
purpose of considering matters of local inter- 
est, Which will be broughs before the general 
meeting of the convention in Chicago Tues- 
day. There were two questions ef more than 
ordinary interest under discussion. These were 
regarding lumber rates from Dniuth to the 
southwest and the flour rate east from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. The St. Paul and Duluth has 
been making a lumber rite, which is 6 cents 
higher than the St. Paul rate and 8 cents higher 
than the Chicago rate. The rate made by the Wis- 
consin lines is not nigher than that made by the 
St. Pauland Duluth, They claimed that the 
St. Paul and Duluth was taking protty much 


all the business, and that unless it could be in- 
ducea to advance its rate they would be com- 
pelled to reduce theirs beiow the fixed rate, 
which is 7 cents above the St. Paul rate. 

The St. Pau! and Duluth some time ago 
worked under this arbitrary rate, but tinding 
that it actually prohibited the shipment of lum- 
ber over its line, reduced its rate to the old pro- 

ortion allowed it before the “‘arbitraries” now 

n vogue were agreed upon. As a result of to- 

day’s mecting the St. Paul and Duluth agreed 
»to advance its rate to the same figure as that 
quoted by the Wisconsin lines. 

The old ‘milling in transit” bugbear is the 
thing that made the trouble with the flour rate. 
Nov. 20, the rate trom St. Paul and Minneapo- 
lis to Chicago was advanced 215 cents a hundred 
pounds—from 712 to 10 cents. It was expected 
at the time that this rate could be continued all 
Winter. Since then the transit of the roads 
which “mill in transit” has been on the 
market, and the result is that it can be 
bought for 8 cents as against a 10-cent flat rate. 
This, of course, would naturally prevent the 
non-transit lines from securing anything like 
their share of the business. The result is that 
these roads, or atleast two of them, are deter- 
mined that either all outstanding transit shall 
be taken up, or else tne flat rate shall be put 
back to where it was prior to Nov. 
20. There is no prospect of taking up 
the outstanding transit. Asa consequenve the 
flat rato will go back to the old tigures of 744 
cents. The Burlington and Northorn and the 
“Soo” line are said to have already given 
noticé that they would put this rate into effect.

THE EVANGELIST TALES 10 
DR. TALMAGE’S FLOCK. 

AN ADDRESS FULL OF CHARACTERISTIC 
ILLUSTRATIONS DELIVERED TO THE 
TABERNACLE CONGREGATION. 


- Before Dr. Talmage left his Brooklyn flock for 
aA Winter triptothe Holy Land, he arranged 
that his place should be filled until his return 
by a number of well-known ministers and evan- 
gelists. Yesterday was Evangelist Moody’s 
turn to conduct the services of the Tabernacle 
congregation, 

They were held in the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music, and the worshippers filled the hall, in- 
cluding the private boxes and the stage, level 
with which a floor had been laid that extended 
over the orchestra chairs baok to the surround- 
ing aisles. “Strangers to the galleries,” was 
the invitation of a strong-lunged usher as th 
congregation poured through the entrances, 
and ifall those who accepted it were really 
strangers they made a numerical showing equal 
to that of the regular members of the congrega- 
tion. 

Mr. Moody read a portion of the third chapter 
of Proverbs, beginning, ‘*My son, forget not 
my law; butlet thine heart keep my command- 
ments.” As he read he kept up a ruaning fire of 
comment and explanation and exhortation. 
«Forget not my law,” he exclaimed. ‘“ We 
are livingin the aays of sham, but forget not 
thelaw. Itis the hearts, remember, and not 


the head that must keep the commandments. 
We must have some of the conceit taken out of 
us, for we are told.to trust in the Lord.” 

Then he told astory of aman, who had ad- 
mitted that he remembered one of his sermons 
for forty-eight hours. It was impressed on the 
spéaker’s mind because he said it was such an 
unusual thing. 

“A sermon is heard and forgotten in a day,’ 
he continued, “and that leads me to remark 
how little you all know of the good that is being 
done all over the world by Dr. Talmage’s 
sermons. I don’t know what your custom is 
here, but I do know that there should be special 

rayers to the throne of the Almighty, to bless 

ls sermons that the seed he is sowing may 
pear fruit unto Christ. He is preaching to 
‘hundreds and thousands of people who never 
‘getinside of achurch. His sermons are trans- 
‘jated into all tongues, and they are printed 
| broadcast every Monday morning, and go into 
‘all sorts of places, into the homes ofunbelievers, 
into saloons and thieves’ dens. It is the duty 
of this congregation to pray unceasingly for 
blessings on bis work. Some of you, I hear, 

,oomplain that he does not do enough pastoral 
work. He ought notto do any. A man who 
oan preach like him should do nothing else; 
should keep right on preaching. Let us pray 
for a blessing un this holy man who to-day is 
‘preaching in Jerusalenn.” 
, Then the congregation rose and with uplifted 
wbands Mr. Moody prayed for the absent pastor. 
After another hymn had been sung Mr. Moody 
\read the text for his sermon of the day from 
‘the second chapter of the epistle of Paul to 

Titus: ‘For the Grace of God that bringeth 
salvation hath appeared to all men.” 

For nearly an hour he spoke of the grace of 
God, its efficacy for salvation, its power to re- 
sist temptation, and its never-failing supply. 
‘In illustration of every phase of his subject the 
preacher interjected homely anecdotes of every- 
day life and of his own travels. ‘o make clear 
the desire of God toimpart His grace even to 
the most hardened sinner, Mr. Moody told the 
story of a rebel spy who, on being arrested dur- 
ing the war, heaped ail sorts of imprecations on 
the head of Abruhum Lincoln. 

“He cursed every hair of the President’s 
head,’ said the preacher, “and was 80 shock- 
ingly profane in the language he applied to the 
mn4u Whom all loved that the soldiers were tor 
shooting him on the spot. Oue morning be was 
Jed from the guardhouse. He thought he was 
xoiug to his execution, and his cursings and re- 
Vilings of Mr. Lincoln were renewed and re- 
doubied. What was his surprise to be handed 
nfull pardon, signed and sealed by the man he 
had been abusing. He sat down and wept like 
nechild. So our heavenly Father gives His 
grace to the most undeserving.” 

For the people who have no faith in the gift 
of Divine grace Mr. Moody told of the widow 
Jn the Old Testament who, being arrested fora 
debt, appealed to the prophet, saying she nad 
but a sinall measure of oil with which to pay it. 
He wld her to borrow all the empty vessels she 
could from her neighbors and tu pour into them 
her measure of oll until they wore all filled, 
then to sell the oil, pay her debt, and live on 
what remained. “She never questioncad the 
power of God, but did as sbe was told,” said 
the preacher, ‘and she furnishes fvod tor 
thought to the doubters of to-day.”’ 

Speaking of the glory to come for those who 
respond to Divine grace, Mr. Moody said that 
probably no passage is oftener misquoted than 
that referring to the “dark valley of tho shadow 
ot death.” ‘* There is no such word as ‘dark’ in 
that passage at all,” said he, ‘for how could 
there be a shadow if the valley were dark. You 
can’t have a shadow in the dark. There must 
be hyeht to make a shadow, and there is light, a 
giorious light for all eternity for those who 
bere for a little while use the grace that God so 
treely gives.” 











CREWS FOR NEW WAR SHIPS. 

A draft of 200 seamen was received Saturday 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard from the receiving 
ship Wabash, stationed at Boston. The men 
came down by steamer from Fall River and 
were taken off by the navy yard tug Catalpa. 
As is usual with the Boston drafts, the greater 
proportion of the men are foreigners. They 
will be sent on to Philadelphia in a few days, 
together with about seventy-five men from the 
receiving ship Vermont, and will be assigned 
to the new cruiser Baltimore. ‘The cruizer will 
carry in allabout 350 men. It was the desire of 
the Navy Department to form at least three- 
quarters of the Baltimore’s craw of native or 
naturalized American seamen. It is considored 
impossible to effect this at present. 

Yesterday an additional draft of 100 men ar- 
rived from Boston. This draft was made u 
partly of recruits received from the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, Tite combined drafts now at the 
Brooklyn Yard will ail zo to Norfolk, where the 
details will be finally selected for the Baltimore 
aud Petrel. Tne Baltimore will be flagship of 
the Nurth Atlantic squadron. The Petrel will 
proceed to China for duty in the Asiatic squad- 
son.

A VERY OOSTLY BLAZE. 


—_——_.—_——-. 
FIRE IN THE MAILLARD- BUILDING 
RUINS MUCH VALUABLE STOCK. 


The Maillard Building, on the southwest cor- 
ner of Fourteenth-street and University-place, 
known as 80 and 82 University-place and 36 
East Fourteenth-street, was ravaged by fire 
yesterday morning and Dempsey & Carroll, en- 
gravers and stationers; Simpson Hall & Miller 
dealers in plated ana silver ware; T. W. Stemm- 
ler & Co,, importers of cordials, silks, and wool- 
ens, and Maurice Kahn, agent for the Menier 
chocolate, suffered severe loss. 

The place was closed at 6:45 o’clock on Sat- 
urday night by the engineer, D, A. Burlingham. 
At that time, he says, everything was in order. 
It is extremely probable that a cigar or cigar- 
ette, thrown carelessly into the basement, did 
the mischief. It was 10:20 o’clock yesterday 
morning when a policeman saw smoke coming 


out of the window crevices on the store floor. 
No time was lost in striking au alarm at Broad- 
way and Fourteenth-street, but the flames had 
made such rapid progress that when Chief of 
Battalion Bresnan arrived from his Thirteenth- 
street quarters with Hook and Ladder Company 
No. 3 and Water Tower No. 2, and Capt, Shav 
with Engine No. 14 had come from East Seven- 
teenth-street, the tire was up to the nansard 
roof, and the neighboring buildings were in 
danger. 

To attempt to save anything in the shape of 
property above the store floor would have been 
folly, so the firemen drowned out the fire in the 
basement, where it started, played on the 
flamea to save as much as possible of the struct- 
ure, and protected the houses in Fourteenth- 
strect and University-place. Their efforts were 
successful, as the flames were confined to the 
Maillard Building, and it was so far saved that, 
although gntted to the core, the better part of 
it can be utilized in rebuilding, which will be 
begun as soon as the losses are settled. 

The following estimate of losses is based on 
the statements of the losers. The building can 
be put in order for $17,000 or $18,000. Demp- 
sey & Carroll had the basement, part of the 
store floor, and the fourth and fifth floors, and 
their plant and stock are wrecked. On the 
presses in the basement they lose $5,000, and 
on forty-nine presses up stairs they lose 
$10,000. Their steck of paper and stationery, 
worth $22,000, is ruined. On card and other 
plates they lose $3,000, so that their loss in the 
uggregate 1s $40,000. It, like the others, is 
fairly well insured. 

Simpson, Hall & Miller’s best stook was se- 
cure in safes, 80 that they willnot lese more 
than $8,000. Kabn hada stock valued by him 
at $25,000, and this is a total loss. Stemmler 
& ©o.’s stock, worth $20,000, is damaged 
$15,000, so that the total loss is more than 
$100,000. 

Fourteen engines and other apparatus were 
calied into service by three alarms and special 
calls. Several of the firemen were bruised and 
partly suffocated. John G. Livingston of En- 
gine No. 25 fainted and was slightly burned, 
but recovered at St. Vincent’s Hospital. Two 
other members of the company, Assistant Fore- 
man Reilly and Foreman J. B. Kiernan were 
prostrated, but recovered in the street. 





A CENTURY OLD YESTERDAY. 

The Methodist Book Concern was just 100 
years old yesterday. The anniversary of this 
important association was alluded to by the 
pastors in the different Methodist churches of 
this city. Acentury ago John Dickens estab- 
lished the Concern at Philadeiphia. Within six 
months it was removed to New-York, where it 
has since been.

Isaac W. White, whois reputed to be well to 
do, was arrested yesterday at his boarding 
house, 11 Hoyt-street, Brooklyn, and lodged in 
Raymond-Street Jail. Thecomplainant was his 
landlady, Mrs. Carrie Abrams, who brought suit 
to recover $744 alleged to be due her fer board 
since April, 1887. 

White was unable to procure $900 bail. He 
said that Mrs. Abrams was prompted by jeal- 
ousy in the present proceedings, and would 
never have brought the civil suit if he had not 
paid attentions to some other ladies in the 
house, 

Mrs. Abrams denied that statement. In her 
complaint she says that he has not paid her one 
cent for board since entering her house. 





NO IMPORTANT CONTESTS LIKELY.

WHY THAT NAMS& WAS GIVEN THE 
“NEW COAST-DEFENSE VESSEL. 


The Secretary of the Navy has just issued or- 
ders that the coast-defense vessel building at 
re dase is to be known as the Monterey, 
in Honor of the place where the American flag 
was first raised on the Pacific coast. From the 
fact that the Roach cruisers were named after 
cities, it was generally supposed on the Pacific 
slope that the same rule would apply to the 
ccast-defense vessel. Nearly every city on the 
Pacific coast importuned the Secretary of the 
Navy for the honor of having its name en- 
graved on the bridge of the new vessel. Oak- 
land was very persistent in her claims, and 80 


were San Diego and Portlaud, while Monterey, 
- all the cities on the coast, least expected the 
onor, 

The naming of the coast-defense vessel is in 
accordance with the rule recently established 
which directs that in future battle ships and 
armored cruisers are to be named after States 
of the Union, and armored coast-defense vessels 
after cities of the Union. The Monterey is one 
of these vessels, whose construction was 
awarded to the Union Iron Works of San Fran- 
cisco. The Uharleston was the first of the 
three war ships to be built. That vessel is an 
unarmored crniser, much after the order of the 
Chicago. The Charleston is about to go in 
commission. She will soon be assigned to duty 
as flagship on thé China atation. The second 
vessel completed by the Union Iron Works was 
the cruiser San Francisco, a sister ship to the 
Philadel phia. 

The Monterey will be the first heavy armored 
vessel built on the Pacific coast. She is still 
under construction, but the work upon her is 
reported to be progressing rapidly. Her launch 
may be expected about the middle of the com- 
ing year. 








ARRESTED ON AN OLD WARRANT. 
Hamilton 8. Wicks, forty years old, of 142 
South Eighth-street, Brooklyn, was taken to 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday upon 
& Warrant issued three years ago, charging him 
with the larceny of $1,000 from Dering Fosdick 
of 41 East Twenty-first-street.
